I.NTERKATIONAI. ClUI.INCl MATCH.— The To 

ronto Globe of Monday has the following in- 
relation to the proposed International Cu'i ling 
Match : "A meeting of delegate curlers, from 
the various clubs in Canada, will be held at the 
Royal Hotel, Hamilton, to-day, for the purpose 
of taking steps for the holding of a grand Inter- 
national bonspeil between Canada and the 
United Slates. We believe that the curleit of 
both countries have entered keenly into the 
matter, and there is every probability of the 
great mjtch coming off some time early in Jan- 
uary. The Canadl men can musterjibrty irst- 
class rinks, but as the Americans can procure 
only twenty-five rinks, it will be freccssary to 
choose from the Canadians a corresponding 
number of players. It has not yet keen decided 
where the play will take place. Some talk of 
Buffalo, others of Rochester, while a great mauv 
think the Central Park, New York, would be 
the best place. However, this question will be 
settkd at the meeting to-day. We trust that 
every necessary arrangement will be made, in 
order that the affair may turn out as successful- 
ly as its proposers hope." 

rHT Referring to the recent visit of Hon. Mr. 
Cartier to Washington, the Quebec Chronicle 
say, it was "of the most satisfactory character. 
The reception of the Attorney-General east was 
most cordial, and we learn vmli the highest sat- 
isfaction that he was enabled to explain away 
many little but not the less irritating impres- 
sions. In this respect Mr. Cartier'a sojourn in 
the 8tatcs has beeu opportune in the extreme. 
There are just now so many causes for misun- 
derstanding, aud so many parties interested in 
misrepresenting to the Federal uuthorities the 
iinimus of the Canadian Government in its action 
upon the cases of international law which have 
uiisen, that the presence of a leading inember 
of our Government al their capital was most 
timely. Tbe social qualities of the honorable 
gentleman would do more to soften down as- 
perities in helfau hour than diplomatic com- 
munication would have effected in a month. 
Wc rejoice to hear that such has been accom- 
plished." « 

Is Troubi.k — Chicago people are in trouble 
all the time, and t.iesc accumulate with eycry 
return of the season. The smells of their river 
have frozen in, and their mud become congeal- 
ed. The latest thing that attracts the attention of 
the people, is the "milk-question." It is as- 
serted that the product of "still-fed" cows is 
sold for "pure country milk." And, as though 
this stuff was not bad enough, it is watered— 
probably with river water. A few days ago one 
of these milk venders stopped at , house to 
ihaw his milk, and the lady of the house declares 
she saw a school of little fish in the bottom of 
the can, probablv the product of the best cow 
in ihe drove. This is rather a rich joke on the 
citizens of that city of summer smells aud in- 
corruptible aldci men. 

SfT A man in Fairfield, Ohio, stole forty-five 
dollars in greenbacks. By statute ha. thst State, 
the stealing of t;t, r > constitutes grand larceny, 
which is a penitentiary offence. The Republi- 
can lawyer who defended him, pleaded thai the 
statute contemplated $S!> in yalue, and that as 
the notes stolen were worth less than the sum 
in gold, the prisoner was only guilty of small 
larceny. The court sustained the plea, and the 
rogue escaped the prison. 

Reoi'F.siso or the Pout ok Nor.-olk. In 

accordance with a proclamation by the Presi- 
dent, the port of Norfolk, Virginia, was formally 
reopened on Tuesday, and John A. Hudser en- 
tered upon the duties of acting collector of cus- 
toms. General 8hepley announces the follow- 
ing as tbe rules to be observed: 

The military regulations now in force are so 
far continued for the present that military per- 
mits to Import or export goods into or from the 
said port will be required as heretofore. Parties 
desiring to import or export goods will be re- 
quired, before the goods are laudajg al this port, 
or before clearances are given fc^ressels leaving 
the port, to exhibit to the officer of the customs 
the military permit required bv existing re"u. 
lations. 

IIow to Make Whiting Ikiielirlb. A cor- 
respondent of the Rural New Yorker gives the 
following informatinn, which may prove ser- 
viceable to some of our readers: 

A great many valuable letters and other wri- 
tings are written in pencil. This is particularly 
the case with the letters our brave soldiers send 
borne from the army. The following simpUj 
process, will make lead pencil writing or draw- 
ing as indelible as if done with ink: Lay the 
tviiting in a shallow dish and pour skimmed 
milk upon it. Any spots not wet at first may 
have the milk placed upon them lightly with a 
feather. When Ihe paper is all wet over with 
the milk take it up and let the milk drain off, 
and whip off with the feather the drops which 
collect on the lower edge. Dry it carefully, 
and it will be found to be perfectly indelible. 
It cannot be removed even with India rubber. 
It is an old recipe and a good one. 

An incident occurred at a recent levee of the 
Queen of Bpain, whicli for a moment created a 
profonnd sensation.

8he remained 
calm. He drew lorlh a petition, and. givin" it 
to her Majesty, quietly retired to the satisfaction 
of everybody. 



tjyThe Albany Journal rejoices over the 
defeat of Mr. Stevens's gold bill, aud says: "This 
was right. The bill was crude, impracticable, 
ridiculously sweeping in its provisions. Th, 
effect ,f its passage would have been to ad- 
vance the price of gold and still further derange 
our finances. When will public men leirn th:it 
something mor, than ttatutory enactments are 
necessary to restore a vitiated currency te 
health?" • 

We have not teen a tingle newspaper that 
gave the least countenance to this project. The 
New Tork Post calls it absurd legislation, and 
says "Stevens signalized his return to Congress 
by a silly project for making water run up hill, 
and for turning th, wind to a new point of the 
compass by shifting the weathercock. He want- 
ed to regulate the price of gold, which is as 
much tnbject to the eternal laws of trade at the 
tide, In its rise and fall, is to those of nature, by 
an act of Congress. Resolved, said Jack Cade 
to his admiring companions, that Hhere shall 
1* In England seven half-penny loavos sold for 
a penny; th, three-h'oe>ped pot shall have ten 
hoops; and I will make it felony to drink small 
beer.' Mr. Stevens Is not so Ignorant as Ja-k 
Cade, nor does he live precisely in a tima when 
so little is known of political economy; but 
his bill to bring gold to a level -wilh an 
irredeemable paper currency is ecarcely more 
preposterous than any of the schemes of Sbake- 
tpeare't leader of tho populace." We think the 
dominant party will be looking about for a new 
Chairman of Wayt and Means before the meet- 
ing of the next Congres*. Old Thad is played 
oht. Tbe Post ventilate, the scheme mo6t 
thoroughly. It tayt: 

The first effect of thit plan to keep gold down 
by catching it In a net and holding it down, was 
to tend it np like one of those reel Madders that 
the boys sell in the streets. H Congress had not 
promptly laid the mischievous scheme on th, 
table, gold would have been at three huudred 
before next Saturday night. All other com- 
modities would have gone up in proportion, 
and poor and rich alike would have been sub- 
jected to new extortions on the part of traders. 
A second effect of the fatal measure would 
have been to drive gold, by the busbe) or barrel- 
lull, out of the country, into foreign keeping. 
Already we are told that hundreds o? merchants 
had begun to hoard it, to secure themselves 
ngainst the penalties of a bill which, under a 
1 rele.M of suppicseing speculation, was more 
Likely to suppress commerce itself. That our 
readers may see what this bill was, wo insert an 
outline of it:

torfeit tbe full amount of the contract or transaction — 
one half to the in limner aud the other half to the United 
BtOSBa, 

Filth. Tluit no r»er.on shall, by any device, shift, or 
contrivance, receive or pay any Treasury or other note 
lamed by the United States for circulation as money and 
deviated legal tender for lees than their lawful cxpre*«cd 
value, and any offender, upon convictiou, abail suffer 
iiuinisoumciit not exceeding six months, and a tine 
equal to the full amouutof thc-eiiin specified iu aaid 

i.i te. 

Sixth. That if any person slutll, in tho purchase or sale 
• ■I r.uld or silvei coin or bullion, atrree to receive iu pay- 
UK lit note-s of corporations or individuals at less than par 
value, he shall be deemed to have offended against the 
proA isions of the act, and shall la- punished accordingly. 

It wonld be useless to comment on such legis- 
lation as this; aud our surpri.-u is that forty or 
twenty, or even ten men could be found in any 
enlightened, representative assembly, to refuse 
klllmg il on the spot; it should have been cast 
oat w ith unanimity, leaving to the mover of it 
alone, the glory of his conception. 

Il tbe members of Congress would reduce the 
priee of gold they must apply themselves stead- 
ily, in the first place, to perfecting our system 
of taxation. It is now very crude, inefficient, 
embariassing, and unproductive; it does not 
inisc the money that we want, and the defi- 
ciency must be supplied by the issue of paper 
money, which only inflames the disease. Iu the 
second place, it must demand of the Government 
a comprehensive, consistent, well-digested plan 
of finance, in tbe place of the present spas- 
modic and floundering method of raising money 
by loans. For fifteen moaths or more, ever 
since we stopped issuing the tWe-tweaty stocks, 
the Treasury Department has been at sea, 
catching at expedients from tim, to time, but 
maturing no safe and trustworthy policy. Mr. 
Fessenden, it was supposed, would accomplish 
tbe end so much desired, but thus far has failed 
to do so; and the-^uty now devolves on Con- 
gress. Let the pi^rlical business men, availing 
themselves of the best and most disinterested 
advice of the larger cities, devise some mode 
that shall be more stable and efficient than the 
■me we now pursue. 

tt-tT In the Confederate House of Representa- 
tives, recently, Mr. Foote, of Tennessee, intro- 
du< cd two resolutions looking toward a confer- 
ence of Stales. The first declares it unpatriotic 
for any of tbe rebel States to withdraw from the 
Confederacy, but allowable for them to confer, 
in their sovereign capacity, on the prosecution 
of the war and the attainment of peace. The 
second is as follows: 

jtrWMM) That the present condition of the 
country is such as to rciiilei it eminently desirable 
that, for the pin poses specified, a convention ol 
these Stales, in their highest sovereign capacity, 
should be convoked without delay, and that if 
such convocation should be judged for the pres- 
ent impracticabJe. it would be desirable that 
each ol said Slates should, "with as little delay 
as |K>Ksib]c," appoint a limited number of com- 
ini- sii tiers, with power to confer freely and fra- 
ternally with each other touching the pre-ent 
condition of the country, and of offering such 
udvhiory suggestions, to said Confederate Gov- 
ernment, as mii;ht be calculated to prove ad- 
tntitagcous in the further prosecution of the ex- 
isting war, or conducive to the establisljineut of 
u'n early and honorable peace. 

These resolutions were laid on the table by a 
vole of 63 to IS. Those who voted in the nega- 
tive were : 

Messrs. Bell of Georgia, Boyce of South Car- 
olina, Colyar of Tennessee, Cruikshauk of Ala- 
bama, Foote of Tennessee, Fuller of North Car- 
olina. Lamkin of Georgia, J. M. Leachof North 
Carolina, Logan of North Carolina, McMullcn 
of Virginia, Ramsav of North Carolina, Smith 
of North Carolina, Gilmer of North Carolina. 

What Hood Intknorh — From tbe account 
of the battle of Friday, published in the Na.-4i- 
ville Union, we clip the following: 
. It may not be inappropriate, before narrating 
what Hood and his Lieutenant did, to detail 
what they intended; and upon thit subject, mv 
information appears to be pretty correct. A 
few days since, Gen, Hood and some of his staff, 
together with Cheatham, were at the house of a 
gentleman with whom I coaversed to-day, and 
who was wilhin their lines, and while there, 
Hood stated that he had intendad, at first, to 
aasaoll Nashv Ule; that while he felt confident he- 
could do so wilh success, he had concluded that 
ihe. sacrifice would be too great, unless called 
upon to do so as a last resort. He proposed in- 
itead, to blockade, the Ctimberland above 
and below. and cat the Louisville 
and Niu-hville Raillond, and then General 
Thomas wonld be 'ccmpelled to evacuate the 
citt; "lor," said Hood, "he has but the 4th 
corps, and a few conscripts: I know that all the 
stoi ies about his strength are false; his men arc 
few and elemoralized;" and all present concur- 
red with him. No lonuer ago than Wednesday 
night Chcutham stated, as lam positively in- 
formed, that he'bad no doubts about capluriug 
this city. "We have taken stronger placos, 
were his words, "and we will take" Nashville. " 
Gov Harris, too, nppears to have entertained 
no doubts on the subject, as he issued a naming 
proclamation, in which he called out evtrvbodv 
to come to the rescue, and redeem tho State, I 
have not seen the document, but understand 
that in it he expressed the highest confidence of 
a speedy success 

The result of yesterday's operations was the 
first thing that andeceived the sanguine rebels; 
and my informant stated that he talked with 
seme officers, after the close of the day's work, 
,nd they were not slow in expressing' both dis- 
^ppoinlmcnt and chagrin. His house was be- 
tween the lines occupied by the rebels yester- 
day and that from whicli thev made their light 
to-day, and they retreated by it to take up their 
new position, and construct their new line of 
works. One officer, who pretends to be fa- 
miliar with Hood's views, as he was intimately 
acquainted with several members of his staff, 
i Ice lore d that while the rebel commander was 
greatlv disappointed, he troti/J fight us Umg as a 
man vvtild stand by him: and I am inclined to be- 
lieve such will be his policy. The failure of 
this campaign will disgrace him, and he will not 
20 down without sinking his army wilh him; 
therefore I shall not be surprised if" he fortifies 
again to-night, if Thomas will allow him, aud 
makes another stand to-morrow, bndlv as he 
has been beaten. 8uch an act would he in per- 
fect accordance with his policy, and not a whit 
more foolhardy and impolitic than almast even- 
move he has made since assuming command. 

MniJ.ER'a["C<>NFKSsioN" DomiTKn — There is 
quite a strong opinion in England that Muller 
did not confess, on the gallows, as alleged. A 
lawyer calls loudly, through thejcolumna of 
Public Opinion, for tbe manuscript prepared by 
Muller before his execution. It is alleged that 
this is public property, and that the alderman 
have no right to keep it from the people as they 
are doing. Louis Blanc has written strongly 
against the idea that Muller confessed. The 
parson who alone heard ihe alleged confession, 
has given two or three different versions of it 
abcady. Hi was laboring under such an ex- 
cited conviction that Muller was rruiltv, and ve- 
hement supeistitlon that he would "go straight 
to hell if he didn't confess," that his account, 
totally unsupported as it is, is scarcely credible.

— It is 
not tools that niuke the workman, but the 
liriincd skill and perseverance of the man him- 
self. Indeed, it is proverbial that the bad work- 
man never yit had a good tool. Some one 
asked Opie by what wondetful process he 
mixed his colors. "1 mix them wilh my brains, 
sir," was bis reply. Il is the same with every 
workman who would excel. Ferguson made 
marvtilous things — such as his wooden clock, 
that actually measured the hours — by means of 
;| common penknife, a tool in everybody '» hand, 
but then even body Is not a Ferguson. 

A pan of water and two thermometers were 
the tools by which Dr. Black discovered latent 
lieut; and a prism, a lens, aud a sheet of paste- 
boat d enabled Newton to unfold the cqmposi- 
lion of light and the origin of color. An emi- 
nent foreign savan once called upon Dr. Wollas- 
ton. and leipicstcd lo be shown over his labora- 
tories, iu which science had been enriched by so 
many important discoveries, when the Doctor 
look him into a little study, and, pointing to 
an old tea-tray on the table, containing a few 
watch-glasses, le-st-puiiers, a small balance, and 
a blow-pipe, said: "There is all the laboratory 
I have!" Slolhard learned the art of combining 
colors by closely studying bultetllies' wings; he 
would often say thai no one knew what he 
owed to the.se tiny insects. A burnt stick and a 
barn-floor served Wilkie iu lieu of pencil and 
i anvas. Bewich first practised drawiug on the 
e< ttagc walls ol his native v illage, which] he 
coveted w ith his sketches iu chalk; and Benja- 
min West made hi, lin-l brushes out of the cat's 
mil. 

Ferguson had laid himself down in the fields 
t night in a blanket, and made a map of the 
heavenly bodies by means of a thread with 
mull beads on it. stretched between his eyes 
ml tbe stars. Franklin first robbed the thtin- 
dci -cloud of its lightning by means of a kite 
made wilh two cross-sticks and a silk handker- 
btef. Wait made his first model of the con- 
eLsing-sleani engine out of an old anatomist's 
s> i Inge, used to inject the arteries previous to 
fiasectkin. Gilford worked his first problem in 
mathematics, when a cobbler's apprentice, upon 
mall scraps ol leather, which he boat smoolh 
Ii t lite purpose; while Kittcuhoiisc, the astron- 
omer, hi st calculated eclipses on his plough- 
bundle.

Tears of wnr, aa clesoluiinif as decimatine, 
has, from lta mournful results, forced ou the 
scientific world the recognition of the impor- 
tance of artillery by perfecting its enginery and 
exleudine; Its range. No country or age has 
offered greater inducements to the inventor for 
improvements in ordnance, for long since it 
was admitted that the value of any appliance 
that wonld really extend tbe range of guns 
could not be over-estimated; hence we have had 
' turned out" Irom our arsenals and founderies 
cannon which have astonished the military 
world by tbeir weight, power, and mechanical 
lierlW'jjou. let, desirable as our efforts nnv 
have Ren, there still remains a Held worthv elf 
any study that the ingenious can bestow 
upon it, which Is simply the perfecting 
ot projectile,, for shot that would reach 
ti e enemy, from a point of safety, would be im- 
movable. No mnn will question the value of a 
shot that wopld increase tho range of cannon 
twenty per cent on present results, and to this 
end I now essay, for any one will admit that It 
would lie belter to land in the works of an ene- 
mv u d pound, of iron, while out of range of his 
guns, than to throw double that weight while 
within reach of his guns; so Oils principle will 
be the text of the present article. 

As war involves expenditure. I do not propose 
to bring in my atudv economy in the shape of 
material, uor yet of workmanship. BULL I do 
roach ecemomy through victory, for by disor- 
ganizing or disconcerting an enemy we hasten 
submission to law and order when, having no 
more battles to fight, we eorJld discharge our 
arinii s. and thus save millions per diem ; hence, 
any thing in material that hastens peace throngh 
the tt itimph of arms Is economy in war, as now 
carried on. When we consider the lime already 
occupied in operations against Richmond, and 
undertake to estimate the cost and loss of life, 
the necessity of increasing the range of artillerv 
hecomcB manifest. To do this by increasing the 
weight of ordnance to the maximum now 
wrought, would be impracticable with the army 
in motion, so we are forced to try devices more 
capable of rapid transportation, so that we can 
drive troop, from their work, by making them 
untenable, and bold the major part of our force 
to ihish them when they leave such works. 

The method I propose is, to make of wrought 
iron a strong cylinder or barrel, closed at the 
base, and suited to the caliber of ordnance for 
scige or field service (which we will suppose 
this cylinder to be ten inches in length, and to 
weigh flfleen pounds), which we charge with 
powder, when we force down on the charge a 
round or elliptic shot, which will increase "the 
length of ih; projectile to, say, fourteen inches, 
and iu weight twenty-five pounds — these pro- 
portions are onlv given by way of illustration of 
a principle — while at the ha«e we will cut a 
spiral groove for a fuse, which will lie pnnctured 
at points denoting seconds of time. This fuse 
will lie ignited by the discharge of the piece, 
and will separate at the highest point of the 
Iiuieitnrv tbe forward from the rear part of the 
projcclilc, which will give to the forward part a 
new velocity while it checks the momentum of 
the rear part, by which means we extend the 
range. 

Now, let us suppose a 6hot, of the kind we 
have attempted to describe, to be twenty-five 
IMiunds iu weight, aud intended for a" range of 
three roile-s, without the aid of any additional 
force from second discharge, and that the fuse 
was ignited by tbe discharge of the gun, and 
that the original velocity was two thousand feet 
jier second, which would give the projectile a 
sit iking force of lifly thousand pounds, moving 
wilh a velocity of one foot per second, and that 
at the highest point on the trajectory the sepa- 
ration to take place — then thcjadvanlagesof this 
theory would be plainly seen, for the forward 
and lighter part would extend the curve, while 
the rear would drop to the earth, which point 
of decsent would lie, of course, in frontof line of 
battle. If a shot as above should have had its 
momentum reduced by resistance of the air, the 
gain, as above remarked, is clear. It mav 
lie urged that the rear of the projectile would 
l e ao short and light that the forward part 
might take up a course foreign from that iu- 
lended. This would not be probable, for it is a 
rcll-scllled principle in philosophy that bodies 
in motion persist in keeping their original di- 
rection when such movement was originated 
on the centre of gravity or gyration, which is 
the only thing in the rid, theory of value, for 
w ithout tbe shot persisting to revolve on this 
new axis the rotation of the projectile wonld be 
valueless. So that any force imparted to a ball 
from the rear could not change the line 
of projection excepting the curve, sprung 
by gravity alone for drift, would take 
place with any shot revolving on lino of 
projection. The bore of this cvlindro-conical 
shot will he grooved along it, length, while tbe 
forward part will be fashioned to lit in these 
grooves, so as to prevent any motion but that 
forced by the rifling of the gim along the line 
of lire. The head of this shot mav be wrought 
for a shell or not. In either case we 
would extend the range through duplication 
Hits shot may be fashioned to possess any of 
tbe peculiarities of projectiles now used with- 
out impairing the principle of duplication, so 
that when used from the heavy guns now be- 
fore Richmond we would be able to rain on 
this capital of sin a shower of iron that would 
force its evacuation, surrender, or destruction 
to the discomfiture of the leaders of this rebel- 
lion. Let the principle he tested and felt. 

Englsnd and Turkey are the only two coun- 
tries in Europe that show a good surplus in the 
biic"gct over the expenditure.

NAsirvnxE, Dec. 18. 
Citizens of Franklin represent Hood's army 
Completely demoralized. In addition to the 
captures yesterday, I have the honor to report 
the capture of General Rucker and about 230 
. prisoners of the enemy's cavalry in the fight 
that occurred about 8 o'clock last night he 
tween General Rucker and General Ilateh and 
our cavalry. The enemy has been pressed to- 
day both In front and on both flanks. 

Brig.-Gen. Johnson succeeded in striking him 
in the flank just beyond Franklin, capturing 
quite a number of prisoner* — number not yet 
reported. My cavalry is pressing him slowlv, 
and I nm in hopes ol getting many more pris- 
oners to morrow. 

GEO. II. TIIOMAS, Maj. Gen. 
Other despatches (unofficial) from Nashville 
stale that one thousand prisoners were captured 
by Wil son, aud that General Rousseau, com- 
manding at Murfreesboro, reports Forrest 
killed and fifteen hundred of his men captured. 
The superintendent at Nashville reports the 
railroad from Nashville opened to Franklin to- 
night, and that it Will rapidly follow Thomas's 
lines and furnish him supplies, enabling him 
to push on.

Nkw York Dec. 18. 
The ship Volunteer arrived here reports 
that on November 19th, in lat 8.10, long. 33.20, 
she spoke the brig Sarah, frain Baltimore, 
Istiund south, which reported passing three 
burning wrecks lietwcen lat. 3AH south, sup- 
peised to be rebel pirates. 

Tbe Times' city article says the Liverpool cot- 
ton market is very sensitive, and it is remarked 
that shauld there be a repetition of peace ru- 
mors from America, a contiderable decline i* 
likel y 10 take place, although the end of war it 
considered to be far off. 
Pari, bourse closed on the 30th firm. 

New York, Dec 19. 
The Herald's correspondent at Butler's head- 
quarters, dating his letter on the 17th, says: 
Last evening, about six o'clock, the line, ' of 
Brevet Major-General Ferran, commanding the 
Bermuda Hundred front, were attacked bv the 
rebels. 

The firing was both heavy and incessant for 
an hoiir.and was mostly confined to the pickets, 
though there was sufficient artillery used on our 
side lo. repel it. Five lebel gunboat, and two 
rnnis, tbe Virginia and Richmond, were dis- 
tinctly observed lying under the guns of Fort 
Hailing yesterday toward evening. They are 
dpabtlea, there for a pur|sose. 

The Richmond Euquirer of the I '.th has 
seml-oUicial editorial ih favor of arming slaves, 
and sat s General Lee Is in favor of the proposi 
tion. It sait, that, when we supplicate Euro 
pean nations for help, we must be prepared to 
tceeive it on their conditions, which will be the 
abolition of slavorv. 

It also asks: Shall we prolong the war, sucrl 
lice our children, and desu-oy our couutrv for the 
sake of the negroes? It concludes: We hate, 
detent, and despise the eueiny far more than we 
love slavery. 

A telegram to tbe Richmond Whig from 
Lvnchburg, dated the 14th, says: A body of 
Yankees, while returning toward Bean's Station, 
encountered our forces at East Zollicoffer Sta- 
tion, on ihe East Tennessee railroad, nine miles 
west of Bristol, where a fight was said to lie iu 
progress at last accounts. 

Tbe Richmond Sentinel of the ICth say6: Fos- 
ter Is quiet under bis failure on the Savannah 
Railroad, and Sherman Ins seeming despaired 
of opening communication with the sea at 
Beaufort. 

The capture of Fort Allister is announced. 
The liability of its capture has been well under- 
stood. 

Sherman will now be able to get suppllcs.hy 
way of Ossabaw Sound. 

Should he capture Savannah he will have ex- 
changed tbe interior for a city ou the coast, 
which has been eomplctelv closed to couuncrcc 
since the loss of Fort Pulaski in 18C2. 

Nashville, Dec. 19. 

A courier who left Franklin yesterday reports 
the rebel force in full retreat. Hatch's cavalry 
attacked the rear guard of the rebels on Satur- 
day, capturing a large number of prisoner,. 

The 4th corps crossed Harpeth liver at 
Franklin on Sunday morning. Franklin is re- 
ported full of rebel wounded, over three thou- 
sand being left there on their retreat. Every 
church and public building there ha, been 
taken for hospitals. Nearly all the churches of 
this city have been appropriated for the use of 
our wounded. 

It it rumored here that Rousseau's command 
attacked and routed part of Forrest's force near 
Murfreesboro on the 13th inst. 

There were heavj rains yesterday and last 
uil'ht. 

The river is rising rapidly — twelve feet of 
water reported on the shoals. 

Nkw York, Dec. 19. 

A letter was received from Admiral Dahlgren 
by Secretary Welles on the 17th saying that he 
was then (14th) in the presence of Gen. Sher- 
man, he having come around to Warsaw Sound 
with Foster to meet Dahlgren. 

The Admiral was busy in the Savannah river 
preparing for an attack on the city by water, 
and was about to proceed to Ossabaw in hopeof 
communicating with Sherman, when that Gen- 
eral, as the Admiral says, walked over Fort Mc- 
Allister and come aboard the flag-ship. 

The Richmond Sentinel has a despatch, dated 
Klnston, 12th, stating that a Union force was 
repulsed on the Ncuse road, two miles from 
Kinston, and driven across the Southwest bridge, 
which they destroyed. 

Washisotoh, Dec. 19. 
House. — Mr. Davis, of Maryland, olfered the 
resolution reported by him "on Thursday, and 
which ihe House then tabled, declaring that 
Congress has the constitutional right to an au- 
thoritative voice in declaring anil prescribing 
the foreign policy of the United States, and that 
ii is the duty of the Executive to exercise that 
yoice.

We can add nothing to the de- 
tails but to speak of the glorious generalship 
and the Indomitable courage of the army. Half 
the rebel army and all the artillery has been 
captured. 

Tub Militia axd thb Gckkii.las.— W. M. 
Allen, Lieutenant-Colonel of the militia of Jef- 
ferson connty, publishes a stirring appeal to our 
citizens, calling upon them to organize, and be 
prepared at all times to protect their property 
and houses from the depredations of armed gue- 
rilla bands. Of late, the outrages of marauding 
gangs have become so bold that it is necessary 
to take some measures to bring the outlaws to 
punishment. Our regular military forces are 
not always prepared to atTori protection to the 
citizens, is they have not sufficient men mount- 
ed to send in pursuit of the horse-thieves, and 
expel them from the country. By organizing 
the militia, a reserve will always be in readiness, 
and the wild, bloodthirsty career of the outlaws 
can be brought to a close. It shonld be the duty 
of the citizens to protect the country against 
their depredations. Tbey are outcasts from 
society, and are in open rebellion against 
and in armed resistance to the civil law. 
They do not damage the military situation, but 
simply make war upon private individuals to 
gratify revenge and to plunder and destroy. 
The people— not the military — suffer by the out- 
rages; therefore, they should organize and be 
ready to defend themselves against such attacks. 
Our militia force is ample to afford protection 
to the country. If an organization is properly 
effected an immense amount of good can be 
done. The guerillas will learn to respect private 
rights, and when a few of the guilty parties arc 
hunted down and brought to justice, it will have 
a good effect everywhere upon the marauding 
gangs, especially those operating in our imme- 
diate vicinity. We trust that Lieut. -Colonel 
Alleu's call will not pass unheeded. Let the 
citizens come together, let them organize, go 
earnestly to work, and inaugurate a policy to 
exterminate the cowardly, thieving guerillas, 
»^d restore quiet to our distracted 8tate. 

Tiik 8tatb or Nbtada.— On the .">th iust., 
the State Government of Nevada was organiied. 
The principal officers arc II. G. Biasdel, Governor; 
James 8. Crossman, Lieutenant-Governor; C. 
N. Noteware, Secretary of State. A Nevada 
paper says: "The first sessions of the Legisla- 
ture will commence Monday, Demember 12th, 
and thereafter on the first Monday in January 
of every second year. The Legislature to com 
mence with will consist of eighteen 8enators 
and thirty-iix Assemblymen. The Senators 
first elected shall draw for long and short terms, 
one-half going out the day after the general 
election in 1866, and the other half two years 
later. The same rule also applies to Assembly- 
men. As soon as the Legislature is organized 
the new Governor will be inaugurated and the 
other State officers installed. The District 
Court for Storey county will open on the first 
Monday in December, and continue m session 
nil til the long-accumulating calendar is cleared. "

•HTTke recommendation by the Commission- 
er of Internal Revenue of a tax on sales Is to 
make up the deficit of thirty-five millions which 
will exist in the estimates of our excise system 
at the close of the current fiscal year, and to 
bring three hindrod millions to supply the 
needs of the Treasury. It is based upon the 
assumption that the productions of the loyal 
States in taxable articles last year amounted to 
three thousand seven hundred millions of dol- 
lars, estimated at the prices of 1860. The 
Tribune says "large quantities of these products, 
such as grain, hay, pork, beef, and fruit, are 
consumed without sale, while the residue of 
these articles Is sold once, twice, or thrice. 
Textile fabrics arc sold five, six, or seven times 
before being consumed. It is estimated by 
economists and statisticians that the produc- 
tions of a country are sold four times, and that 
three-fourths of them cuter the market. On 
this basis of calculation, the sales of merchan- 
dise and products in the loyal States in a year 
would amouut to eleven thousand millions of 
dollars. A tax of one-half of one per cent on 
thi3 amount would produce fifty-llve millions. 
The tax is imposed as a temporary expedient 
only. It is recommended on the economical 
principle laid down by Adam Smith, that "every 
tax ought to be levied at the time and in the 
manner in which it is most likely to be conve- 
nient for the contributor to pay it. " The seller 
will add the tax to the price, and thus antici- 
pate the claim of the Government, and the pur- 
chaser, when he buys to sell, will be reimbursed 
by the consnmer, who will assume the burden 
as a voluntary act, and proportion the weight to 
his ability to carry it. The tax, moreover, is 
recommended by the Revenue Bureau for the 
facility with which its basis may be ascertained, 
and for its freedom from the perplexing and 
complicated inquiries to which income and pro- 
fits are necessarily subjected. It is preferable to 
a supplementary duty on incomes. It is .. » 
preferable to a direct impost, which, being pay- 
able out of capital and not out of profits, will be 
justly regarded as objectionable, and should be 
.avoided." 

49-The Cincinnati papers contain an abstract 
of the claims for property taken, destroyed, or 
Injured during Morgan's nid through Ohio In 
1863, which have been passed upon by a board of 
commissioners, acting' under the authority of 
in act of the Legislature passed March 30, 1801.

A Nkw Ai'Mkasckkmbut of Vkssbi-s.— The 
act of Congress passed May 6, 1S64, providing 
for a new admeasurement of all the vessels built 
or owned in the United States, for the purpose 
of adjusting then- nominal tonnage, goes into 
effect on the 1st of January, 1865. This law 
will involve considerable expense to our mer- 
chants and ship-owners, and a corresponding ad- 
dition to the custom receipts. The fees hitherto 
have been two dollars each vessel; now, in cases 
•of vessels of good size, the fees will probably 
average twenty-five to fifty dollars. The regis- 
ter tonnage is to include not only the hulls of 
vessels (as usual), but the cabins and all avail- 
able space under the spar-deck. 

(ST Sherman's ride from Atlanta to Savannah, 
■was an "agreeable" trip, and he did not lose a 
wagon, while his teams looked better than when 
they started.

lews from the Front on the I7ih. 



[Special Correspondence of the Louisville Journal.] 
Nashville, Dec. 17, 1864. 

I have just witnessed one of the most brilliant 
victories our arms have yet achieved. Brilliant 
in point of generalship, bravery, and success. 
The chances were against us. We were on the 
aggressive. Theeuemy, well posted, well dis- 
ciplined, infatuated with an overweening confi- 
dence in numbers and morale, and strongly in. 
trenched, was on the defensive. 

Hood, either from ignorance or with design, 
published a congratulatory order to his troops 
immediately after the battle of Franklin, in 
which he assured them that we were weak, de- 
feated, and demoralized, and that, at small cot t, 
Nashville would be theirs with all its booty, 
beauty, and stores. 

He besieged the city and blockaded the Cum- 
berland, one of our principal lines of communi. 
cation. He was boastful too, gave military 
soirees at the elegant residences within his lines 
near the city, and expressed his determination 
to possess the city. Days passed. The asMoll 
was delayed. Provisions were growing short, 
and Thomas, who never rests with anxiety, re 
solved to have the one and relieve the other. 

OPERATIONS OX THE 1 jrH. 

Orders were issued on the night of the 14th 
for an advance on the following morning at six. 
A scratch of a pen to a few lines gave to the 
camps a bustle and excitement that had not 
marked them for several days. 

That pitiless storm of sleet that encrusted the 
earth with ice the three previous days, render- 
ing army movements almost impossible, was 
fast disappearing, and a heavy fog hugged the 
earth so closely that the skirmishers could not 
see each other plainly enough to keep up the 
firing. Gen. R. W. Johnson held with his divi- 
sion of cavalry the right of our line, extending 
to the river. "Gen. Croxton joined him on the 
left, and Hatch's cavalry nexton the lefttouched 
A. J. Smith's infantry, which held the right of 
our infantry line. From this point to the river 
•n the left the infantry lay thus: A. J. Smith 
Wood's(Stanley'8old) 4th corps, Schofield's J.'la 
corps In reserve, and 8teedman on the left. 
Notw ithstanding the fog our cavalry left camp 
at an early hour, found very light force to on- 
counter, and pushed slowly but on the Charlotte 
pike. 

About %M o'clock A. M. the rebels appeared 
in rather strong force, and Gen. Harrison, who 
commanded Johnson's only mounted brigade, 
strengthened his line. The firing became right 
lively, but we pushed right ahead. About 9 
o'clock a rebel battery was uncovered, which 
checked us for a short time, and injured a few 
men. One man, Lieut. J. W. Watson, formerly 
on General KUpatrick's staff, and an excellent 
little gentleman, was killed by a shell. Harri- 
son has a splendid brigade of lighting men, and 
they all determined, il possible, to take this bat- 
tery. A column was formed for a charge, when 
it was observed that the rebels were galloping 
00 at the top of their horses' speed. 

A cheer went up from our side. We de 
ployed again, and again advanced. At Couh- 
ran'e's, a mile or so further on, the enemy 
posted his battery again, two guns on one hill 
to the left, and one on a commanding eminence 
to the right. The position was a very strong 
o«e indeed. Harrison charged again— the 16th 
Illiuois cavalry immediately in fiont of the bat- 
tery, and the 7lh Ohio and 6th Iowa on the 
Hunks. The country here is open, but traversed 
by a serpentine creek and stone fences. A 
charge is an exciting scene, but Harrison in- 
vests one with a little more vim and vigor than 
most men. The line moved; the enemy's artil- 
lery opened; his cavalry biased; the charging 
columns cheered; the valley filled with smoke; 
the hills refracted the din, "and reverberations 
tilled every niche of space, it seemed. The 16th 
went to within forty yards of the guns, and 
found a stone wall thev could not leap. The 
enemy stayed long enough for safety to himself, 
and away went his battery at a gallop. Crox- 
ton moved up, closed the gap on Johnson's left, 
communicated with natch, and we all moved on. 

A mile further on, just opposite Bell's Mills, 
which stand on the north side of the Cumber- 
land, we found the enemy's battery posted at 
Davidson's on a small eminence commanding 
the pike. The rebel cavalry gave us a lively 
skirmish for the wooded rid«e this side, but only 
a few minutes elapsed when a cheer announced 
that we bad taken the ridge. The 16th Illiuois 
was passing over the crest of the hill, closed ia 
column, when the rebel battery opened with 
shell and injured a few men. Some time Was 
consnmed iu consultation and in forming troops, 
and the hour indicated 4 P, M. when the 7th 
Ohio was ordered to charge the battery. dpt. 
Rankin, of company E. with his own and com- 
panies B. C, and F, "formed in columns of squad- 
rons, and Capt. Evler. with companies I and M, 
formed, as were the five, left the cover of the 
hill, and charged through the open fields and 
down the pike. 

A small, tortuous little water course cuts the 
valley, which is also obstructed bv stone walls 
and brush. Theeuemy had the battery encir- 
cled with a line of good rifle-pits, in which 
were posted Rucker's brigade of Chalmers's di- 
vision of cavalry. The concentrated fire of 
artillery and musketry was very severe, and 
caused us considerable loss. The charging col- 
umns however, did not hesitate nor waver until 
they had left fully one third their number im- 
mediately in front of the enemv's works. It 
was in this persistent and brilliant little dash 
that Lieut. Eugene Little, of the 7th Ohio, fell, 
it Is supposed mortally wounded. 

The boys of the regiment speak in glowing 
terms of the conduct of this young hero, and, as 
the testimony of one's comrades on the field of 
battle end the encomiums of his superior offi- 
cers are tributes more durable and more valua- 
ble than any I could bestow, let their eulogies 
enshrine his memory. 

Repulsed, the rebel battery resumed the shell- 
ing of the ridge, and annoved our troops con- 
siderably. The gunboats Monitor and Caron- 
dejet were lying in the river near. They were 
signalled by Gen Johnson, when they moved 
down near the mills, and proposed to pay their 
compliments to the batterv at the Dickiuson 
House. In the mean time' General Johnson's 
flcld-battery of four Napoleons under Lt. Frank 
Gus Smith was run up to a prominent point of 
tbe ridge, and opened on the rebels. About 
twenty 200-pound shells from the gunboats, aud 
a few rounds from our own field-pieces quieted 
the belligerent dispositions of the enemv for the 
night. 

A despatch from Gen. Wilson, who was with 
General Thomas on the left, complimented the 
cavalry for its performances, and asked that our 
'flank be well taken care of, and all would go 
well. 

Johnson and Croxton the latter having thus 
far been engaged but iighlly, intrenched for the 
night. 

Hatch leaving Hammond in reserve ou the 
Harding pike, moved one brigade simultaneous- 
ly with A. J. Smith, protecting his flauk, and 
communicating with Croxton. . Oue can hardly 
appreciate, without witnessing, the magnificent 
precision with which our forces moved. No 
Held that I have been on, when corps, divisions, 
and brigades were manieuvring for battle, ever 
suggested as forcibly as this, tbe idea of a chess- 
board. If those long.dark lines, those little squad- 
rons, and this moving mass of soldierv, formed 
to include almost every character of diagram 
known to geometry, sweeping through fields, 
whirling rapidly at command, and with marvel- 
lous dexterity, assuming new shapes and posi- 
tions, now ablaze with the fire of musketry, 
now recumbent and now at a charge, now erect 
and now crouching like a tiger for a sprin», 
folding and unfolding, doubling and undoub- 
ling, were pieces- on a chess-board, it seemed 
to me that the master-mind on the heights 
there, the cool and hardy old veteran Thomas, 
could have played his forces with no more Case, 
no more apparent exertion, nor developed his 
plans with less evident anxiety than he dis- 
played in forming and directing the movements 
of this mighty army. 

It was military science employed to perfec- 
tion; It was a hero who had reputation and hon- 
or at stake, laboring not more for these than 
for the success of the greatest cause men ever 
bled for. It was a mind filled with more plans 
than a clock with wheels, and final, decisive 
victory the key. But to the 6tory. Hatch was 
annoyed by Chalmers's right brigade of cavalry 
and a battery that was industriously worked. 
He solved the problem in his front with de- 
spatch. He told the brigade — a very strong 
one — and, by the way, the 10th Tennessee, 
commanded by that estimable gentleman ana 
gallant soldier, Colonel Spaulding, former- 
ly Provost Marshal of Nashville, belongs 
to this command — to "go for the guns " 
"The brigade went and the guns came. It 
waked up Chalmers, but bis eyes were not fairly 
open to the character of the men in his front, 
•until he saw from tbe heights to which he re- 
treated the Yankees swarming around his head- 
quarters, diving into his official documents and 
perusing with eaucy sang frokl his private cor- 
respondence. 

A. J. Smith, wheeling slightly to the left, 
drove the enemy before him wherever he found 
him, picking up an occasional battery and 
shooting the enemy's own missilos at his ragged 



fugitives. All this was not so easily accom- 
plished, however, as il is easily told. It made 
a red page for history, but it emblazoned our 
escutcheon with brilliant deeds, and wrote the 
names of brave men on the lasting national 
scroll of honor, to which generations yet to 
come will look for thining examples — for gallant 
deeds to emulate. 

I have left the 23d corps in reserve on the left 
in my letter thns far. From the frequent recon- 
noissances in force, made by Steedman, since the 
appearance of the enemy in front, he naturally 
inferred that our principal assault would be 
against his right, and hence had massed against 
our left the principal portion of his army. In 
fact, to continue the delusion. Steedman left his 
works earlv ia the day, and feigned to be pre- 
paring an assault. Three or lour times he ad- 
vanced against the enemy, who as often believed 
tbe movement a genuine opening of thestruggle. 
In these reconnoissances the colored troops be- 
haved In a verv soldierly manner, and displayed 
braverv of the true ring. In speaking of the 
colored troops, let me not omit to mention the 
excellent manner in which they are oUL-ered, 
and the commendable conduct of the otBeers 
commanding them. Col. Morgan, command- 
ing the brigade on Steedman 's left, has tested 
the mettle of his men on several occasions dur- 
ing this crisis, and they invariably perform their 
work well. With the object more of doing jus- 
tice to a brave man, a zealous soldier, 
and an industrious officer, than of paving 
a simple tribute to a personal friend. I 
insist that, to his genuine soldierly qualities 
and inspiring example, is due very greatly the 
good behavior of hisAirigade. 

Col. Charley Thompson's brigade I will h ivc 
occasion to speak of in the course of the narra- 
tive. Of the white troops, under Gen. Steedinm, 
commanded by Col. John G. Mitchell and Col. 
Biddle, it is only necessary to sav that they are 
veterans; that, earn ing on- their banners the 
names of at least a dozen of onr fiercest battles, 
their record is written. They need no encomium 
from me. Attribute to the digression admiration 
of brave deeds, while I proceed. All the while 
that Steedman was fighting todeceive thsenemy, 
our cavalry was pressing his left back and 
doubling him on his centre. Hood, perceiving 
tbe deception, attempted to repair the damage 
to his line by bringing to his left-bis reserves. His 
columns were plainly visible marching hastily 
by the left flank. To counteract this movement 
Schofleld was ordered to our right, and came in 
as A. J. Smith was wheeling victoriously against 
the rebel left. Schofleld, with Couch on the 
left and Cox on the right, collided with the 
enemy's reinforcements and drove them before 
him. " To prevent the enemy from massing 
against Schofleld, an assault was determined 
en from our centre. 

In front of Wood lay an eminence called 
Montgomery bill. Besides being held by a bat- 
tel y that hail shown remarkable Industry and 
stubbornness in fight, this was supported by a 
strong line of infantry admirably intrenched. 
In anticipation, too, of the struggle being made 
on the centre and left, the enemy had greatly 
strengthened his skirmish line, and it seemed 
almost madness to assault this hill in front. 
Wood, who never shuns a fight, but rather 
courts a bout wherever there is honor to be won 
for his division, assured General Thomas that 
his old command could walk right over the 
guns. A diversion was necessary in front, even 
at the cost of great slaughter, and Gener- 
al Wood -was ordered to take the hill. 
You who have seen a charge know well the in- 
adequacy of words to convey a full conception 
of all its thrilling scenes, its grandeur, its hor- 
rors, and its terrific fury. Tou who have never 
.een one know little of the reality from reading 
the description. 

Niagara, when one sits chained in admiration, 
gazing at the splendid effort of a master artist 
to represent it on canvas, is far from inspiring 
one with that feeling of perfect awe, of reverent 
admiration that Niagara inspires when one 
stands in the spray ot the falling waters, and, 
deafened bv the* roar, gazes inutelv on tbe scene 
Itself. 

A hurricane on canvas lacks the roar of the 
swaying forest, tbe crash of the falling oaks, 
and the crackling of the breaking boughs. Tbe 
ocean lathed into fury by terrific winds has more 
of grandeur, more of terror in it than the pencil 
of tbe artist can portray in an ocean storm on 
eairvas. By as much as Nature defies the artist 
iu these cases, by so much does a bloody charge 
like Wood's defy the word painter. 

Without attempting the story, I am almost 
tempted to drop the matter by adopting >ne 
answer of a soldier who, when asked, "Was the 
charge successful? " replied: ' Wood's old division 
made the charge, sir." That answer contains 
thestory. Kimball, the keen eyed, burly, bronzed 
old veteran, who has fought through almost as 
maay battles as he has gray hairs, and time is 
sprinkling the tokens of age right profusely on 
bis honored bead, lead the charge. If that hill 
had been the citadel of honor, men-oever would 
have fought more desperately to gain the heights. 
Tbe order came, the charge was sounded, and 
In a moment our trenches held not a soldier of 
the old division. As the burning lava rolls from 
the crater of a volcano in eruption, so swept 
the line down tbe rocky slope. The artillery on 
both 6ides roused their" sleeping thunders; from 
the enemy'6 trenches leaped a storm of bullets. 
Roll after roll of the murderous musketry 
mingled with the thunders of the batteries and 
the ringing cheers of the assailants, until tbe win- 
dows of tbe city fairly rattled with the awful din, 
the valley tilled with sulphur smoke, aud the 
dun mantle cloaked In tbe combatants. The 
spectators on tbe heights, now jubilant as they 
caught a glimpse of the flag still bearing toward 
the crest, and now half desponding as they 
beard tbe cheers subside, and saw rifts of 
wounded borne by comrades to the rear,stood iu 
painful suspense not long. 

The line was checked once, but it was onl/ the 
powerful wrestler catching a breath or two. 
The enemy felt that tenacity aud bravery such 
as these men displayed must finally overcome 
him.andatteuipted to take oil" the guns. Thec Tort 
w as detected, the word forward rang out again, 
aud upwent the line A loud cheer from thestorm- 
ers was answered back by the eager watchers 
on the heights, and our flag floated from the re- 
bel works. The enemy's guns were turned at 
once, aud in a moment more we were pouring 
after them their own shot and shell. ' Elliott on 
the right, and Realty on tbe left, commanding 
the remaining divisions of the 4lh corps, moved 
rapidly up on either Hank aud assailed the ene- 
my 's works, from which his forces fled pre ipi- 
laiely without otferiug much opposition. Kim- 
ball's troops, flushed with their brilliant success, 
were eager to pursue, and at once started for- 
waid for the enemy 's secoud line. The ey e* -of 
Th' mas was ou tlicm. The lines must be read- 
justed for the secoud effort, and tbe Uencral 
ordered them back to tbe captured line. The 
enemy abandoned their first line entirely. His 
troo[is were massed against our right aud cen- 
tre. Smith and Schotietd aligned almost with 
the 4th corps. 

The distance between the main lines now was 
about three quarters of a mile. The enemv's 
inner line was very strong, having been careful- 
ly constructed, and artillery paving been ad- 
mirably posted. Some lime was consumed in 
uiano livring and forming the troops, and at 5 
o'clock P. M. the advance ins sounded. Tue 
batteries on both sides played incessantly. The 
musketry added deafening rolls, the whole Hue 
cl.eered, aud the two armies were grappling for 
the mastery. The hottest Of the fighting ex- 
tended fiom the Hillseoro pike to the right, to- 
ward the Granny White hills. 

Tbe details of a struggle like this would till a 
volume. All these belong to regimental, bri- 
gade, division, and corps reports. A corre- 
rpondent can be expected to deal only with 
such a subject in the aggregate — to speak of 
I be victory in general terms and of the army as 
a whole. The works are there still, the con- 
formation of ground is unchanged, and he who 
undertakes the task that is imposed on hint by 
History will record all the advantages of position 
as beiongiug to the enemy. Our line never 
halted, doubled, or wavered. Raw troops never 
fought better. Squads now and then drift- 
ed to the rear, but they were few. The 
fight was a fierce one while lt lasted, but 
he who was at Chickamauga, heard and saw 
iu this lighting very little to remind him of that. 
The charge was made with such impetuosity 
that ibe rebels could not stay it unless in a hand 
to band conflict. In this sort of struggle they 
have always fajled. They declined therefore to 
gtapple so closely. Their line began to crum- 
ble. What weakened them inspired us, and 
right over their works the whole army strode 
aud night closed the slaughter. Every division 
of A. J. Smith's covered itself with glory. I 
never saw troops who seemed to appreciate so 
well the awful price we must pay for victory, 
and yet so coolly offer up their blood. 

Without crediting to the several divisions the 
arm* tbey captured, for there arc disputes in 
some cases 'as to whom most credit is due, I 
shall only mention tbe general results of the 
day. We drove the enemy from two strong 
lines of works, erected with care and discretion, 
captured sixteen pieces of artillery, over one 
thousand prisoners, many hundred stands of 
mull arms, and twenty wagons. 

OPERATIONS ON THE SIXTEENTH. 

Daylight found the enemy still bold enough 
to risk another battle The right of his line 
this morning rested on tbe Franklin pike, oc- 
cupying Overton Hill, and stretching across tbe 
low woodlands to the high range of hills to the 
west. 

Our cavalry moved up very early, driving the 
enemy beyond tbe range, and swinging around 
tin whole cavalry line, so as join our right and 
cross the ridge almost at right angles. 

We advanced very cautiously to-day, the ene- 
mv 's skirmishers disputing every inch of ground 
verv tenaciously. Steedman still held the left, 
bis right touching Beatty, who held the left of 
the 4th corps, nis line extending as far as 
the Franklin pike. Then came Elliott, then 
Kimball on the right. A. J. Smith's corps 
and Schofield's occupied the same relative 
positions in line that they held yester- 
day. Both parties manoeuvred eautiouslv 
indeed. By 12 o'clock our line was adjusted. and 
the troops were in position for battle. From 
ibis hour until three and a half o'clock the 
time was consumed mostly in reconnoitring 
and light artillery duelling * The enemv, hav- 
ing little ammunition, was very sparing indeed, 
aud contented bimseU with crouching behind his 
works and shielding himself from our shelis. 

At times there w as a perfect lull along the 
ei tire line. After a long silence, however, the 
i ebel sharp-shooters would amuse themselves by 
shooting at mounted men. Then the batteries 
would open again, the sharp-shooters would 
cease their Woody work, and then all was quiet 
again. * 

How still it was before that storm! At three 
o'clock the atmosphere grew humid and hazy. 
A heavv black cloud rolled up from behind the 
loftv ridge, held bv the enemy, far to the west. 

Gen. Sidney Post, the daring brigade com- 
mander, who figured honorably In a dozen 
campaigns, and who won eulogies from superior 
officers for gallantry whenever called on for bat- 
tle, had been sent to reconnoitre Overton Knob, 
and report the practicability of an assault. I 
shall ever remember bis report. It was that of 
a brave man, who knew the importance of the 
position, appreciated the bloody character of 
the wsrk, and yet determined to try. That hill 



taken, tbe enemy's position was lost, if not a 
very great portion of his army. 

He said to Gen. Wood: "It is a very strong 
position, General. It will cost heavily to storm 
it, but I will try It." The answer was: "Well, 
Post, we'll try it." 

Tbe order was out, the haze grew thicker, the 
great black cloud hung just above the hill, and 
a drizzling rain began to fall, as two batteries, 
tbe 20th Indiana, Capt. Osborn, and the (1th 
Ohio, Lieut. Baldwin, opened on the hill to 
cover the storming partv. 

Far to our right— for I stood in front of Over- 
ton Knob — rang the musketry and roared the 
artillery of A. J. Smith and Schofleld, who were 
undoubtedly swinging heavily against the rebel 
left. Two powers like theirs at work, thundering 
against the foe, was indubitable evidence that 
Thomas meant a general assault. The issue 
proved the wisdom of the move, for prisoners 
say that while Thomas lay in check, Hood was 
only seeking to gain time" in order to secure his. 
trains. From my stanu t'oint, the haze having 
thickened in the whole valley, we could onlv 
ete that a bald bill far to tbe right was 
capped with a sulphur cloud, and that a 
cloud of smoke from musketry and arlillerv 
sifted through the tree-tops just opposite. It 
was Schofleld bringing up against a rebel bat- 
t« rv. At :>>i o'clock. Poet, with the 59th Illinois, 
71st, 124lh, Md, and 41st Ohio, held the left of 
the white brigades that assaulted Overton Knob. 
Opdyke's brigade, that which doubtless saved 
the day at Franklin, held the right, and Lane's 
brigade the centre. Col. Charley R Thomp- 
s n s brigade of colored "troops, composed of 
the HiOth, 13th, and 12th regiments, charged on 
tbe left. 

It was a gentle rain that was (ailing; not a 
breeze was stirring, and tbe calm was ominous. 
As the troops began to move our batteries 
opened.- As tbe troops rose the slope the ene- 
my opened bis battery of four guns and all his 
musketry on the line. I had an admirable posi- 
tion for viewing the struggle, just where stood 
the 2<>th Indiana battery. 

Through the light pale film of haze that bung 
along the slope, I could plainly distinguish the 
line — yes, the movements of almost every man. 
Men were dropping from the line as leaves in 
fall, waen the breeze rustles tbe tree tops. The 
smoke and haze grew thicker and whiter, as 
though faiiy hands were jveaving a shroud for 
the fulling heroes. Figures that before were 
full aud distinct, seemed to blend, and what 1 
saw and marked before as individual daring, 
impressed me now as the gallantrv of a noble 
host, who were winning immortality, and en- 
nobling American history. 

A negro brigade I had never before seen in so 
bloody a struggle. I shook hands with the 
young commander who led them, Ave minutes 
before he charged, and I knew that if his troops 
fought as he fought, that they too would win 
imperishable fame. More than ever did I feel 
my old prejudices agaiust black troops oozing 
out at every pore. Bravely they bore upward 
toward the heights, touching the white troops 
on the right, and falling side by side with them 
on the blood-drenched slope. The left of the 
colored brigade wavered earliest in the fight. 
Encircling the hill as his troops did, the exam- 
ple of daring that their leader set was lost to all 
but the right of his brigade, and only this part 
of it fought where he led — as high up the slope 
as the white troops were. 

As the stormers neared the crest the lines that 
were joined below lapped, and the negro troops 
bec ame mingled with the left of Post's brigade. 
The slaughter of our troops here was awful. 
The fire was terrible. Post, at tbe head of his 
troops, .was in the act of beckoning them on, 
far ahead of the line, waving his sword and 
calling to his men to follow, when a discharge 
of grape and canister from the rebel battery 
slew his horse and mortally wounded him 

Our line was at this time within twenty steps 
of the works. Tbe reliels rose from their works, 
poured in another terrific volley that sent many 
a brave fellow to the earth, and seriously stag- 
gered tbe line. 

The commander gone — he who was the idol, 
of the brigade — it turned not ia disorder, but 
quietly and calmly descended the hill. Elliott 
and Kimball on tlie right, met but one battery 
of tive guns. In comparison to the forces en- 
gaged, tbe resistance encountered by these di- 
visions was light compared to that Post's column 
met with. 

It is 4 P. M. Schotield and Smith were Just 
scaling the bald hill in their front. Here again 
were captured eight guus, and the enemy 's line 
was broken. 

8chofield, who had kept Cox up to this hour 
rather in reserve, swung him rapidly around at 
a charge. Two batteries were encountered, but 
tbe enemy, rinding bis line broken to his right, 
only opened oue to cover the retreat of the 
other. As though the obstacle were one of no 
consequence at all. Cox pushed vigorously for- 
ward, captured the battery playing on* him, 
pushed rapidly in pursuit of the other, captur- 
ed it, and with il several hundred prisoners. 

Simultaneous with the advance of Cox, Hatch 
thrust forward his cavalry. On tbe ridge he 
met with very stubborn resistance, but drove 
thetnemy at every poiut. East of the ridge the 
enemy fought Croxton and Johnson but lightly, 
and rapidly we enveloped the rebel left. The 
enemv ou Overton's Hill, finding that we had 
flanked him on tbe left, begau to retreat not 
three minutes after tlie repulse of Post. El- 
liott aud Kimball and Beatly pushed forward, 
pressed the retreating enemv", and captured tlie 
four guns on tin' knob, and another batterv of 
five guns, together witli hundreds of prisoners 
and small arms. 

It was near nightfall when tbe enemy retreat- 
ed, but the ariny started at once iii pursuit, 
Thomas accompanying il. 
' To sum up the results of a glorious victory, 
wc bad taken, in the two days' lighting, nearly 
fortv pieces of artillery, five thousaud one hun- 
dred prisoners, and at least two thousaud 
stands of small arms. Thomas pursued Hood 
about three miles to-night, takiug a few priton- 
ors. 

NHWS ROM THE FRONT ON THE 17 TH. 

My time is occupied to-day in collecting lists 
of casualities; and as Hood is known to be still 
in rapid retreat, and Thomas pursuing as rapid- 
lv as tbe bad condition of tbe roads will allow, 
i give y on what I believe to be reliable from the 
front. Our cavalry was pushed hurriedly for- 
ward this morning, aud captured two hundred 
and sixty prisoners at one dash, aud a battery 
ol three guns. 

The enemy's infantry made a stubborn stand 
near Franklin. Thomas attacked and routed 
bim, and captured over three thousand prison- 
ers. As far as the number of prisoners is con- 
cerned. I saw them evening, my self, and lear n 
liom Captaia U. M. Goodwin, Assistant Provost 
Marshal Genertd, that he registered over thai 
Lumber. We recaptured, in addition lo the pris- 
oi.ers captured in the fight to day mar Frank- 
lin, thirteen hundred otour own prisonea, who 
weie wounded iu the late, battle at Franklin du- 
r'hg the retreat of our army under Scholieid. 
Our captures foot up, to-night, over eight thou- 
sand prtaonen, forty or fifty pieces of artillery, 
and over three thousand .-tan.; of small arms. 
Our lo«cs will, I think, not exceed three thou- 
sand iu killed and wounded. As far as I am in- 
formed we lost no prisoners. 

AN INCIDENT Aniill THE LATTj.E. 

I have seen many battle- fields and witnessed 
many scenes of carnage aud suffering during 
the war. Among all the thousands of incidents 
that have impressed themselves indelibly on my 
memory, none L- stamped deeper there than the 
one I am about to meulion. Tho battery that 
Colonel Post charged on Overton Knob was 
mauued by as brave men as ever fongbt in bat- 
tle. We had two batteries of four guus 
each enfilading it, and pouring a hurricane 
ol missiles into it, aud yet it held out and 
fought to the last minute. Our shell and 
shot tore the works in front, splintered the 
n es around, exploded among them, teariug 
two caissons to pieces, and yet the caunoniers 
never left their posts until the Infantry support- 
ing tbe battery had retreated. I found among 
lie captured guns a rebel artillerist who bad bis 
left arm shot away at the elbow t>y one of our 
shells, aad his right leg terribly shattered by the 
explosion of tbe same shell, lie could noi live 
more than an hour. - 
A party of our soldiers eamc up. One of the 
number was a drafted man, just arrived from 
tbe North, who had never yet been In a 
light. He : lifted the blanket from the 
uian, saw that he was conscious, and 
mortally wounded, and, casting down the 
blanket without covering the wound, he ex- 
c homed, ' Well, G— d d — u you, that's what you 
get for y our trouble." The poor fellow had just 
uttered a prayer to Heaven for mercy, in our 
presence, aud this blasphemy and iiumaiilinesj 
stung an old veleian near, who, stepping 
towaid tbe offender, said, "Sir, I have been a 
soldier over three years, aud fought in a half 
dozen pitched battles. I dou't know you, but I 
never yet saw a man who would insult a 
wounded prisoner, who was not a coward." 
Such valorous heroes as this old veteran, devel- 
oping the plans of that reverend old soldier 
who led our army In this most important 
struggle, achieved the victory that the loyal 
people ot America are to-dav offering thanks to 
Heaven for. A. J. DAUGHERTY.

A 
rope was then procured and thrown in to him, 
but he would not take hold of it. The Coroner 
held an inquest, and the jujy retured a verdict 
in accordance with the facts.

We suspect that a change in their 
manner of living will prove very agrcablc to a 
majority of them.

Washington, Dec. 19. 

SKSATK. 

A bill lo enable the nlien* who hnve served In 
the nrmy or nriTy to become citizens was r: 
j>orted and read. Mr Grimes introduced a bill 
to Great*) the rank of Vice Admiral in the iiarr. 
Mr. D iolittle introduced a bill appropriating 
ten millions of dollars or as much'as Isnece^sai v 
for the defence of the lake" and the frontier 

Mr. WUs»n presented a petition fromofllcers 
of colored troops, asking an increase of pay, 
Ac. Referred to the Military Committee. 

Mr. Giiraes presented a petition from citizens 
of Iowa asking for the ie|'eal of the Reciprocity 
tr< aty. Referred to the Committee on Foreign 
Kilationi. 

Mr. Trumbull presented a petition from citi- 
zens of Cook county, Illinois, asking the pas- 
sage of the bankrupt bill. Referred to the Ju- 
diciary Committee. 

Mr.' Dooliitle asked to have his resolution 
authorizing the President to expend ten mil- 
lioiib of dollars for the defence of the frontier 
referred to the Committee on Naval Affairs. 

Mr. Sumner suggested that it be referred to 
the Committee on Foreign Relations. 

Mr. Doolitile did not object. 

Mr. Sumner said the question involved w^s 
already before that committee. 

Mr. Sumner made some remarks in reference 
to the protection of our border, and urged 
prompt action on the part of the Senate, lie 
said: When another occasion shall present itself, 
I shall go more extendedly into the considera- 
tion of the subject. 

Mr. Johnson said it was immaterial to either 
of the committees named to what committee 
the resolution was referred. They could con- 
sider the subject properly, and, if the raids 
were committed, there was no doubt that, un- 
der the law of nations, the parties could be ar- 
rested wiydn the limits of the United States or 
puisued "to tbe adjoining territory. He be- 
lieved that right to be settled as deflnitcly as 
auy other question of international law, and it 
was under that prorislon that that excellent aud 
patriotic 6oldier General Dix had issued the 
order authorizing his officers to pursue these 
men if they crossed the border; but he (John- 
ton) saw by the papers that the President of 
the United States and the Secretary of State, 
who were better informed, he supposed, as to 
what would be the course of the home goyern- 
ment, had directed General Dix to rescind that 
part of the order. The country was a good 
deal easier bv the release of the St. Albans 
raiders. He had no doubt that the Canadian 
Judge was allied with honesty in the matter, 
believing that he had no jurisdiction. That 
this deci.-ion was erroneous, he (Johnson) was 
satisfied from the time it was announced, and 
he was now further satisfied, because he saw 
that the colonial g. Teinment hod pronounced 
it erroneous, and had directed the issue of writs 
lor the rearrest of the raiders. Whether that 
arrest could be made was doubtful, but be 
(Johnson) had no doubt the whole power of the 
colonial government would be exerted to pre- 
vent such raids in future. Still it was perhaps 
proper for the Senate to take every possible 
precaution to prevent the repetition of such acts, 
and to enable us to protect ourselves cither 
within our iiffilis Cr across the frontier. Rails 
will never be tolerated by the United States, aud 
never should be. 

Mr. Doolittlc said that filratical expeditions 
by land, which might be organized and carried 
out if things were permitted to go on as they 
had on the Canadian border, would be dis- 
astrous to the lives and property of our own 
citizens; but any land expeditions that could be 
organized were as nothing compared with what 
might tie the result. Should the rebels be able 
to get hold of the vessels on 'the baysarounu 
Lake Huron, put cannon on board of them and 
all the enginery ol war, to destroy our cities on 
the lakes, it would enable them to lay the city 
of Chicago in ashes, and the city of Milwaukee, 
and the other cities. There was no way in 
w hich wc could prevent their passage through 
the straits, of Mackinaw; therefore the Senate 
oiiulit to pnt in it the power of the President o 
build lloating batteries to defend those straits 
and commerce on the lakes. Mr. Doolitile 
spoke ai 6ome length on the subject of protect- 
in;; our borders aud guarding against future out- 
breaks, which he hoped and prayed might be 
averted. 

Mr. Sumner— The question before the Senate 
i- almply in rcfcrcnc. to the bill. It is a ques- 
tion of the order of business. Now looking to 
its character, it is plain that it concerns princip- 
ally our foreign relations, and it is a circum- 
stance that gives to it a peculiar interest. If it 
concerned merely an additional levy of troops, 
the building of new forts, or a change in our 
commercial policy, there would have been little 
question w ith regard to it, nor would the Sena 
tor from Wisconsin have accompanied its intro- 
duction with remarks referring to the outrage 
ou St. Albans. I assume it then to relate to 
our foreign relations: therefore, according to 
the usual custom^it should be rcfercd to the 
committee having charge of that subject. This 
is all 1 have to say on t4c subject in question, 
but the Senate will pardon me if I glance for a 
moment at the outrage to which the Senator 
referred. Only a few weeks ago, the vil- 
lage of 8t. Alban's, in Vermont, was dis- 
turbed by a bind of murderers, highwaymen, 
borne- breakers, horse-tbieves, and robbers com- 
ing from Cunada. Alter' breaking open banks 
and obtaining a certain amount of spoil by the 
mu'dur of citizens, they s h cccdcd in making 
their w ay to Canada, wlicu they declared them- 
selves to be agents of the rebels. Such are the 
main facts; and does amour suppose that these 
agents of the rebel Government were moved to 
l£e enterprise merely bv the consideration of 
plunder— that they risked everything merely to 
rob a bank or steal a horse? No such thing; 
their object was much higher. In one word, 1' 
w;i? to embroil ihe United States with the Gov- 
ernment of Great Britain. I cannot doubt that 
this was their object. To my mind it is 
as plain as day. These agents, or rather 
the men behind thcrnLwho seut them, knew 
the sentiments of our T>eoplc, and how natur- 
ally they would be aroused agaiust a foreign 
country in which such enterprise had origin. 
The* saw that excitement, anger, and passion 
ou our part were inevitable; that out of these 
more complication might ensue; that any such 
complication or collision must necessarily help 
the rebels more I ban a victory on the field of 
baltlc. All this they saw. The whole pro- 
KCdhig was a trap in which |i <ach 
the Government of this country. It was 
In.ped that iu this way the rebelli 'n 
would gain that powerful British iu- 
lerleience which would help to restore Its fal- 
len fortunes. For myself, sir, I am deterininH 
not to be caught in any such a trap. There are 
mauy things which Great Britain has done since 
the outbreak of the cxisling rebellion which, to 
my mind, arc most unfriendly, but';I am unwill- 
ing that am thing shuuld be done on our side 
lo furnish any seeming . apology for that for- 
eign iutei veuliun which has been so constaut- 
Ij menaced, and which was foreshadowed in a 
most hasty and unjustifiable cession of ocean 
belligerency to the rebel slave inoneers. 

Nobody sees the wrongs wc have suffered 
more clearly than I do. but I see other thing-, 
also. Never ceasing to claim our just rights, 
and reminding this power always of the natlea 
which it has plainly neglected, I can not forget 
that we are engaged at this moment in a war 
for the suppression of a long-continued and 
most violent rebellion, which has thus lar task- 
ed our liest energies. To this work let us now 
dedicate ourselves, without arousing another, 
through whose alliance the rebellion may be 
encouraged and strengthened. Mr. Sumner 
continued his ren a r ks lor some time. 

Mr. Shei man said the gentleman from Massa- 
chusetts had neglected to mention the capture 
ol steamers on Lake Erie by the rqbcls from 
Canada, aud that they hoisted the reBcl fiag aud 
kept it lloating seven al hours, nor the plot to 
seize the steamer Michigan, in which, had they 
succeeded, all the lake ities could have been 
under tribute. He debated the plot at length, 
and pictured the consequences of Its success 
and fear of its repetition. He then referred to 
the Reciprocity treaty. For ten years the peo- 
ple ol ihe Northwest" believed themselves rob- 
bed by that treaty, but would not have moved in 
the matter had they not found tbe Canadians 
had been harboring the rebels. Now the feel- 
ing had sprung up to defend themselves. Mr. 
Sherman regretted the revocation of Dix's or- 
der, as he believed it was the only way to meet 
the marauders. Mr. Sherman further wished lo 
call attention to an article in the London Times, 
w liicb said England could throw a naval force 
through Welland Canal before we could prepare 
a force to meet it. 

Mr. Sumner replied to the Senator from Ohio, 
culling attention to the Gen. Dix order and its 
justice under tbe law of nations as laid down 
l.v PhiUimONL He said Halleck's recent works 
in the luws of nations, after quoting Philli- 
more's works, takes exception to them. Mr. 
8umner refused to be drawu into on expression 
of opinion, but iucrelv called attention to the 
(act that, while Englishmen sustain Dix. our 
ow n authorities do not. Mr. Sumner referred 
lo the naval forces ou the lakes, aud hoped the 
the resolution recently introduced would bring 
tl c rcquhed information. 

lion's. Johnson and Farwell next spoke on 
the resolution. It was then referred to the 
committee on Forreign Affairs. 

Mr. Lane introduced a bill to enable the peo- 
ple of Colorado lo form a state go%rnmeut. 
The bill was refered. 

Mr. Pendleton offered a resolution to inquire 
into the arrest of Lieut.-Governor Jacobs and 
Col. Wolford. Agreed to. 

Mr. Henderson introduced a joint resolution 
to prevent the periodical invasion of Missouri 
by the rebels, and to protect the interests of the 
government on the western border. 

The Senate went into executive session, aud 
soon after adjourned. • 

HOUSE. 

The House adopted the first branch of the 
resolution, as given previously, by a vote of lis 
to 8. The second branch of the resolution was 
then read, which is as follows: 

"And the . propriety of any declaration of 
foreign policy by Cougress, sufficiently proved 
by the vote which pronounced it, and such 
proposition, while pending and undetermined,' 
is not a fit topic for diplomatic explanation with 
any foreign power." 

A vote to lay on tbe table was disagreed to by 
a majority of five. It was then adopted by b!) 
against 58. 

Mr. 8levens reported irora the Committee of 
Wavs and Means a bill substituting the word 
February in the 55lh section of the revenue act 
of 1^64, and providing that in addition to the 
dutv now imposed byTaw, all spirits of domes- 
ticprodnction held for sale after January 1,1805, 
shall be subjected to a duty of fifth cents per 
gallon. 

Messrs. Stevens and Morrill explained that, 
while the Committee approved of altering the 
time, thuy merely reported au additional whis- 
key tax in obedience to the resoultion of the 
House, but which tliey desired to strike out.

Cairo, Dec 19. 

Gen. Dana has issued orders by which all ex- 
emptions from military duty heretofore granted 
in the district of West Tennessee, will be void 
alter the first of January next. -All persons 
between the ages of eighteen and forty-five, 
claiming exemption from any cause, must make 
proper proof and procure certificates before that 
date. Persons wishing to be examined by the 
Board, will first report at the headquarters of 
the militia and pay two dollars, to be credited 
on the militia fund. Certificates of exemption 
w ill be granted for six months only, failing to 
obtain wbicb, the applicant will be immediate- 
ly assigned to a company. Ministers of the 
gospel, in ac tual performance of their functions 
as such; civil officers, commissioned directly by 
the President or Cabinet; officers, operators, 
and cypher-clerks of military telegraphs; ser- 
vants of officers of the army and navy, are 
exempt. All others, including government 
employes, aliens, and rebel deserters between 
the ages of eiglileen and forty-five, must enroll 
or leave the district. All der elicts will be fined 
from ten to one hundred dollars, for the benefit 
of the militia fund. All l>ersons employing 
able-bodied negroes, will be held accountable 
that such are provided with exemptions, or cer- 
tificates of membership in colored companies. 
E> cry la'lurc to report delinquency, will be pun- 
ished by a fine of fiftv dollars. 
, Another order requires that all liquor licesncs 
granted or renewed by the City of Memphis, 
shall pay a tax of three hundred dollars per 
mi nth. 

New York, Dec. 19. 

The Commercial announces that Wilmington 
Harbor is the supposed destination of the great 
expedition which sailed from Hampton Roads 
on the lHth inst. It says the plan of Admiral 
Porter will probably be to effect first the reduc- 
tion of the lorts, which will be shelled at long 
range. As soon as the fire of the forts slack- 
en, light-draft boats and monitors will pass the 
lorts, encouuter the obstructions in tbe rear 
above, and aid in their reduction. Admiral 
Porier w ill probably have recourse to the ex- 
plosion of powder close under the walls, de- 
molishing them by the concussion. The pow- 
der will be carried there by an old transport. 

The obstructions once removed from Cape 
Fear river the ileet can pass up to Wilmington 
and assist General Butler in its capture. If suc- 
cess is achieved, Wilmington will uudoubtcdly, 
be made a base for future operations. 

The Commercial also says there is to be no 
winter quarters for any army except a portion 
Ol Grant's, which will continue the siege of Rich- 
mond and Petersburg

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Tun Timi. of CAi-nr* WoM.tcir.— We £tve 
below the testimony In the case of George W. 
Womnck, charged with (hooting and killing 
J. M. Force on Thnndov last Quite a crowd 
■was assembled In the Pollc* Court to witness 
the trial. The defendant was Terr ablr repre- 
sented by lawyers Captain Gibson, Hamilton 
Pope, and Colonel Mare Mundy. The trial re- 
sulted in the acquittal of the accused, the court 
deciding that it was a case of JtiriilUilile homi- 
cide: 

Chat. Smith called on He eland. — Mr. Smith 
said, in substance, as follows: I was present 
when tne difficulty took place, on Jefferson, be- 
tween Third and Fourth (treats. I was coming 
from the St. Cloud HotaL Foree stopped aid 
spoke to me in front of the ProTost Marshal's 
office; said be had a substitute that he wanted 
to sell, and asked me if I knew of a principal 
that wanted a substitute. I told him that I did 
■ot. Some gentleman called Foree away. 
About two minutes afterwards Captain Wo- 
mack came up and stood on the curbstone. 
Captain Womack said to Foree that he did not 
want him about there, as he (Foree) had been 
talking about and making threats against him 
(Womack.) Womaek said that he (Foree) had 
said that all he wanted was to meet Captain 
Womack on the street as a citizen, 

Foree said he had said that, and that ho (F.) 
was a better man than Womack without arms, 
or something to that effect. Womack then 
drew a reTolTer, and Foree grasped it, and 
shortly afterwards let go and seized Womack 
by the wrist; then a snot was tired, the ball 
striking the parement; they then became sepa- 
rated in some manner; Foree attempted to run 
in the Prorost Marshal's office; when near the 
steps be slipped, and when in the act of falling 
Capt. Womack shot again, the ball taking effect 
In the last breast. He died in two or threa min- 
utes. Abont 10 o'clock in ttie morning Foree 
asked me in the St. Claud Hotel to loan him my 
revolver,statlng that he had left his at homo; I re- 
fused to let him hare it. Upon crossezamination 
it was elicited that Fore* hod a heavy cane ia his 
band; when he canght hold of the pistol be hod 
dropped his cane. When the second shot was 
flred they were someflTe feet apart. Foree told 
me in a conversation that morning that owing 
to some difficulty existing between him and 
Womack he could not get In his substitutes, 
and that if Wamack attacked him he would 
shut up both of Womack's eyes. Some ten 
days previous to this Force told me that Wo- 
mack bcttar not attack or say anything to him 
(Foree), or either he or I will be sent to h — I. 

That. Jeffrey Called. — He said: I was present 
whin the "difficulty took place^ Foree and I 
were standing together on the pavement when 
Capt. Womack came up and said to Foree: "I 
understood you wanted to see me outside of my 
office." Foree said he did. Womack then drew 
a pistol; Foree dropped his cane and seized the 
pistol with kis left band. A scuffie took place, 
during which Womack shot once, the ball not 
taking effect. The pistol was wrenched from 
Force, and then Womack shot again, which en- 
tered the breast and produced Forea's death. 

Mr. Garrett's statement was materially the 
same as that of the other witnesses. He said 
that when Womack came up to Foree, Wpmack 
said, "I am out of my office now, and plain 
Geo. W. Womack; are you ready?'' Theu the 
shooting took place as stated above. 

Joseph W. Sweeney stated nothing addi- 
tional. 

Dr. Geo. Gardner stated that he had seen 
Foree after he had been shot, and found a pistol- 
wound in the left breast near the sternum, und 
at or near about the fourth rib, which caused 
his death. Dr. Gardner stated further that the 
subject of Foree's threats toward Womack had 
been discussed in the presence of Womack. 

The following witnesses were introduced: 

Mr. Washington Rice, by defendant, was called, 
and said: Wberj I first saw Foree he was in the 
act of pulling off his coat, and heard Foree say 
be would settle this difficulty right now, and ad- 
vanced upon Womack. W. drew his pistol and 
F. seized it during a scuffie which took place, in 
which o shot was tired. W. jerked loo?e from F. 
and stepped back; F. advanced again; W. then 
fired the fatal shot. I heard from Capt. Smith 
the threats mad* against W. by F., and I com- 
municated tba threats and warned ('apt. W. 
about F. I heard F. say that Capt. W. was a 
scoundrel, and that he (F ) wanted to tell him 
so. I never iuformcd Capt. W. of any threat 
by F. to take his (W.'s) life. 

Mr. Alexander taid—l heard F. say on the 
3d of September that "I will shoot the (obscene 
word) out of Lim." I informed Capt. W. of 
this threat. 

Mr. Motei said — I heard the the deceased say 
that if he ever met Womack on the street he 
would settle with him; using all sorts of oppro- 
bious language toward Captain Womack. 

Some other witnesses were introduced by the 
counsel for defendant, in regard to threats made 
by Force, but nothing of importance was 
elicited. 

The Commonwealth's attorney moved that 
Capt. Womack be held to bail to answer the 
charge of manslaughter. 

The counsel for the defence here stated that 
they had other witnesses to prove threats on the 
.•art of the deceased, but declined introducing 
them, and submitted the case without argu- 
ment. 

The Judge decided that the killing was justi- 
fiable, and Womack was discharged. 

NKWS FROM TMK Om1IF.RI.A5I> — Gf.seh.vl Ly- 
on's Movf.mf.nts. — The packet Cottage arrived 
at Cairo on Thursday night, and brings the in- 
telligence that General Lyon has passed down 
Cumberland river via Hopkinsville, entirely de- 
stroy ing the town of Princeton as he passed. 
He erected a battery .on the Cumberland, eleven 
and half miles below Eddyvillc, and fired heav- 
ily on the steamer Naugatuck, putting three 
12-pouud balls through her, but doing no vital 
damage. 8he was heavily fired upon above 
Eddyville by musketry, and her upper works 
thoroughly riddled. The Naugatuek is a light 
and fleet stern-wheel boat, aud, when she was 
fired upon by nni'ketry, she put all steam on, 
and thus enabled her to pass the battery with- 
out capture. General Lyou is reported to have 
1,800 men. Eddyville is forty miles by river 
and twenty by laud from Southland. 

Disorac kfci — Four soldiers in an intoxi- 
cated condition took possession of the north- 
west comer of Floyd and Jefferson streets, at a 
very early hour yesterday morning, and be- 
haved in a boisterous and disgraceful manner. 
Citizens were halted, insulted, knocked down 
and robbed in the most wanton manner. The 
conduct of the soldiers was inexcusable, and 
they should receive the benefit of a trial before 
a com t-martial. We are informed that a drink- 
ing-saloon on that corner is kept open all 
night, and Is a great resort for rowdies. No 
doubt the soldiers obtained their liquor there. 
The citizens residing in the vicinity have pe- 
titioned to have the doggery closed, and we un- 
derstand that it will be done. 

Biirolaky. — The boot and shoestore of Mr. 
J. F. Chester, on Fourrh street, near the river, 
was entered by burglars on Friday night, and 
robbed of a large amount of made-up work: 
The rascals effeetcdan entrance by tutting away 
the pannel of the door and running an arm 
through the aperture and turning the bolts. Ttie 
door was found standing wide open yesterday 
morning. The police were advised of the facts, 
aud in the forenoon they arrested two men at 
the Ohio House. The store-door key and six- 
teen pairs of boots were found in their 
possession. Matthew Moran and Wm. Olin are 
the names of the two Individuals arreted 
charged with the burglary. They have been 
furnished lodgings in the jail. 

Runaway. — A pair of mules attached to an 
ale wagon took fright on Seventh street, near 
the river, yesterday and ran up Water street as 
far as Fifth. In possingJSixth street, the hind 
axle, with the wheels of the wagon, was de- 
tached front the body, and the driver, Joseph 
Schattlcr, thrown out, run over, and severely 
injured. His left ankle was broken, his right 
side bruised, and his face contused. The fright- 
ened mules were stopped on Filth street. The 
wagon was badly wrecked. 

MAonrnr-R Again at Work — Railroad 
Bkiimik. EcuNF.r>. — The railroad bridge over 
Rolling Fork, near New Haven, on the Lebanon 
Branch road, was burned on Friday night by a 
gang of guerillas, under Billy Magruder. Rall- 
Toad communication between Louisville and 
Lebanon for the present, owing to this piece of 
vandalism, is destroyed. Magruder and his 
gang of thieves deserve tho halter, and we hope 
that they will soon get their deserts. 

lfiT The guerilla raid into Milton, Kentucky, 
is reduced to the following proportions: Fif- 
teen of Jesse's men, all well'armed and mount- 
ed, rode into Milton, flred upon the Dumont, 
went on board, and searched the ferry-boat 
Union, and shortly afterwards moved off toward 
Bedford. Three of the shots flred at the Du- 
mont took effect • ' 

S3" Major Patterson, Surgeon of the 102a 
Ohio volunteers, was in the city yesterday, on 
bis way from Camp Chose to join his command 
at the front. He was captured by the rebels 
about throe months ago, and having been ex- 
changed, reports to his regiment again for duty. 
He is a skilful surgeon and an excellent officer. 

Murder is Clay County . — A peddler named 
Bardie, a one-armed man, living near Middle- 
burg, Clay countv, Indiana, was murdered a 
few days ago. It was sppposcd he hid a con- 
siderable amount of money about his person, 
which instigated the deed. The murderer 
escaped. 



Railroad AccrDurr — Great oss it Pitor-* 
oiitt. — A* the morning Express train on the 
Louisville, New Albany, and Chicago Railroad 
w :is going we.-t Friday morning, it ran off the 
irack about two hundred yards beyond Mnddy 
Fork. The accident was caused, says the New 
Albany Ledger, by the displacement or dipping 
of a rail, loosened, no doubt, by the thaw — the 
locomotive, tender, and baggage and express 
ears being precipitated from a bridge, the loco- 
motive turning bottom side up. The engineer, 
tii cman, and striker were on it when it fell, and 
were bnried beneath it in the mud. The hot 
^cam began to escape, yet, strange to say, oil 
^hree soon extricated themselves from their 
perilous condition, with brft slight injuries. 

By the accident, the baggage and Express car 
was badly wrecked, and the stove, In which 
ihcre was a big Are, upset, firing the car, which, 
with one of the passenger eooches, was entirely 
consumed. All the express matter, including a 
large 6um of money In the safe, was entirely 
destroyed. The safe was heated so that 
every dollar in it was reduced to a 
heap of blackened fragments and ashes. 
A corpse in the baggage car was also 
consumed. The express messenger states that 
the total loss to the express company and the 
railroad company will not be less than $100,000, 
of which much the largest portien will fall 
upon the express company. Fourteen sacks of 
mail were also destroyed by tho Are. 

There was a carboy of acid in the express car, 
and when the fire reached it a grand sight was 
presented. A blue and red blaze broke forth, 
and towering upward to a height of forty or 
fifty feet, gave forth a most pandemoniac glare. 
It was the (lames from the burning acid which 
fired the passenger coach. Singular as it may- 
appear, no one was hurt, beyond a few slight 
bruises, by this accident. 

A train had passed over the road but a short 
time before, and the track was consequently 
deemed perfectly safe. The railroad company 
are very particular in their care to prevent acci- 
dent*; and this one could scarcely have been 
avoided, as the thaw was only partial, and it 
was Impossible to ascertain where the earth 
was soft enough to cause a slide In the track. 
So delay to trains was caused by the accident, 
and the road is now in fine condition. 



TyK Two Generals Sherman. — The General 
Sherman who has conducted the great expedi- 
tion through Georgia, and is now before Savan- 
nah, is William Tccumseh Sherman, a native of 
Ohio. He graduated at West Point in 1840, 
class rank six. He served in Florida in 1841, 
at Fort Moultrie in 1812, in California in 1846, 
as Commissary of Subsistence in 1R.">0, engaged 
in the banking business at San Francisco in 
1853, and was President of the State. Military 
Academy of Louisiana in 1860. After the out- 
break of the war he commanded in the first bat- 
tle of Bull Run. . May 17, 1861, he was appointed 
Brlpadier-Gcncral of volunteers, and ordered to 
the Department of Kentucky. In 1862 he was 
assigned to the command of the district of 
Cairo. After the capitulation of Donelson he 
was assigned to the Filth Division, Army of the 
Tennessee, General Grant commanding. He 
was made Major-General of volunteers May 1, 
1862. His operations at Memphis, Vicksburg, 
Holly Springs, and Jackson are well known. 
July 4, 1863, he was promoted to a Brigadier- 
Generalship in the regular army. From that 
time to this he has been successfully engaged in 
Tennessee, Alabama, and Georgia. 

"Port Royal" Sherman, or more familiarly 
"Battery" Sherman, is Thomas W. Sherman, 
who was born in Rhode Island in 1817, and 
graduated at West Point in 1836. He was'bre- 
vcttcd Mojor for gallantry at Buena Vista in 
1817, served in the Northwest in 1857, aud was 
appointed Brigadier-General of volunteers May 
17, 1861. He commanded a division in the first 
battle of Bull Run, and was subsequently se- 
lected to command the land forces in the Port 
Royal exi>cdition. He was superseded by Gen- 
eral Hunter in March, 1862. He was afterwards 
severely wounded at or about New Orleans, and 
Ijas not been in active service since. 

Arrest and Brief Detention of General 
Barrios —General and ex President Barrios left 
the United States on Tuesday from New York 
for Porto Rico, where he proposes making a 
permanent residence. A passage was taken for 
himself and lady on board the steamer Costa 
Rica, but while on board, and while the steamer 
was In the stream, the General was arrested by 
Marshal Murray, acting under orders from 
Washington. The explanation made to the* 
General was that be was charged with carrying 
with him one thousand stand of arms L which he 
at once denied; but as th e Marshal was not au 
fait in the languages, it was necessary to get 
the aid of an interpreter. Tho General was, 
therefore, brought to the Consul for Porto Rico, 
who made everything clear and satisfactory to 
the mind of the Marshal, and who inclined to 
the belief entertained by the other gentleman 
that.it was a malicious attempt on the part of 
rone eneniies of the General's — citizens of San 
Salvador — to give him trouble and annoyance, 
and to prevent his sailing according to his inten- 
tion. With the exception of the anuoyauce of 
a brief detention their attempt was a failure, 
mid the Costa Rica conveys the gallant General 
to "fresh fields of pasture new." 

Adam Johnson. — Adam Johnson, who gives 
his rank as Brigadier-General of the Provisioua 
Army of the Confederate States, aud who was 
wounded and captured in Southern Kentucky 
some months ago, will be forwarded to Fort 
Warren, Boston Harbor, to-day. Ever since his 
capture he has been on parole, by order of Gen- 
eral Burbridgc. He is stone-blind, and the state 
of bis health requires an attendant constantly 
by his side. Captain Jones telegraphed to the 
Secretary of War to learn what deposition he 
should make of Johnson as soon as he was turn- 
ed over to him as a prisoner of war, and yester- 
day received a despatch from Wahington direct- 
ing that Adam be forwarded to Fort Warren. 
Ths order will be carried into effect .to-day. 



fgf A Richmond paper, in speaking of the 
soup-bouse in that city aud its customers, says: 
"These very people who are ashamed to buy 
soup arc not ashamed to beg the very last dollar 
from an individual, and, in fact, spend the 
greater part of their time in running about 
seeking charity. They will stand three hours in 
front of Colonel Munford's office, seeking a 
chance to beg for five dollars, which at the pres- 
ent cost of materials and fuel, will not make 
them a quart of such soup as they get at the 
soup-house. We predict that those who now 
scorn the soup-house will come to it before 
Christmas." 

Rebel Prisonf-rs. — As one of the results of 
the brilliant operations now in progress in front 
of Nashville, under the direction of General 
Thomas, Captain Goodwin, Provost Marshal a 
Nashville, telegraphed to Captain Jones, of this 
city, yesterday, that he had 1,500 rebel prison 
ere to lie forwarded to Northern camps. Capt. 
Jones is making preparations to receive an in- 
stalment of the prisoners to-day. He will de- 
tain them In the city but as short a time as pos- 
sible, sendinir them North by special trains. 

(jJ-.Tbe St. Joseph Herald says there is In 
that city a victim of Indian cruelty who has just 
arrived from the Plains. The person is a boy 
of nlxiut seven years of age, the son of a fron- 
tiersman. The Indians shot five arrows Into 
his body, of which one struck one lobe of his 
lungs. He was then scalped and left for dead, 
but was found in time to bring him back to 
life. His head is entirely destitute of nature's 
covering, and is as bare as a piece of raw flesh. 

CiT The wives of the rebel Generals Gustavus 
W. Smith and Mansfield B. LorelL formerly 
Street Commissioners of New York, are now in 
the city of New York, as also are three sisters 
of the rebel General P. H. Cheatham, of Ken- 
tucky. The examinations at the registration 
office have developed the fact that there are 
many of the relatives of men in the rebel army 
now In New York, and measures are taken to 
place them under proper surveillance. , 

Boij> Theft. — A horse and buggy belonging 
to Mr. Ames, standing in front of the house of 
Mr. Rothschild on Market street, between Sec- 
ond and Third, was stolen yesterdav by some 
person dressed in Federal uniform. 



C^-nte accident on the Frankfort Railroad 
yesterday morning was occasioned by running 
over a cow. Two passenger coaches were 
thrown from the track and several persons more 
or less injured.

A French Lion in London. — The Philadelphia 
American savs : France has received a delicate 
compliment In the homage Just rendered by the 
judge* and the bar of England to her most dis- 
tinguished lawyer and advocate, Pierre Antoine 
Berryer. But whether' the Emperor of the 
French will feel equally flattered is a matter of 
doubt ; for M. Berryer Is one of the representa- 
tive men of the times, and has been distin- 
guished for his dauntless advocacy of constitu- 
tional monarchical government, in opposition 
alike to the ultra royalist*, the imperialists, and 
the revolutionist* of his country. Invited to 
England a* the guest of Lord Brougham, he 
was publicly Introduced by that versatile and 
not very consistent personage to the judges and 
the counsel in the various 8upreme Courts of 
law now sitting In London, viz: the Lord Chan- 
cellor'* Court, the Court of the Master of the 
Rolls, the Courts of the Lerd* Justices of Ap- 
peal, the three Vloe-Chancellors, the Queen's 
Bench, Common Pleas, and Exchequer. In 
each of these Courts, on entering, the judges 
and all the bar rose and bowed to him, and 
hewa* Invited to a seat on "the bench" — i. 
e., by the side of the presiding judge. He had 
the opportunity of listening to ionic hair-split- 
ting arguments on points of pleading and prac- 
tice, which he tried to understand, but was not 
more successful in doing so than the judges 
were In explaining them to him. Whether this 
arose from his imperfect knowledge of English 
or their imperfect knowledge of French we can- 
not say. But the gilted Frenchman was evident- 
ly greatly gratified" by the homage rendered to 
him in the open Courts, and still more so by tho 
reception and dinner given to him on the 8th of 
November by the entire Aody of the legal pro- 
fessioa in London, at the dining hall*f the Mid- 
dle Temple. Every lawyer of eminence, from 
the Lord Chancellor down to the youngest 
Queen's counsel, was present, no fewer than 
four hundred persons tilting down to dinner. 
M. Des marest, the balonnier, or senior member 
of the Paris Bar, was also present, and shared 
in the honor* of the occasion. 

For Americans, Incidents of this description 
possess but little of interest, unless there be 
some political or national significance mixed 
up with them; and though ail the civilized 
world is familiar with the name of Berryer', the 
advocate and defender of Ney, Cambonne, 
Lamennals, Chateaubriand, Audry de Puyra- 
vean, and Prince Louis Napoleon Bonaparte 
himself, yet the fact of his being invited to a 
public dinner in London would amount, in our 
eyes, to nothing more than a graceful compli- 
ment, were it not that the man so honored has 
of late stood forward in his own country as 
one of the boldest and most defiant opponents 
of the Imperial government, and his career has 
been one of hostility to all the actual govern- 
ments of France, from the days of the First 
Napoleon to those of the Third. He was born 
in 17&0, at Paris, aud was the son of a cele- 
brated advocate, He was educated for the 
Bar, and at the age of twenty-one he married, 
and commenced practice. His address and 
eloquence at once brought him numer- 
ous clients, but his sentiments were entirely 
hostile to the regime of Napoleon, and hel iborcd 
zealously for the restoration of the Bourbons. 
At Rennes he assumed the white eo kade »nd 
proclaimed the downfall of Napoleon, but the 
people rose against him and he was glad to es- 
cape from the city. During "the hundred days" 
In 1815 he took up arms for the l\ing, Louis 
XVIII., but no sooner was that imbecile seated 
on the throne of his ancestors by foreign bayo- 
nets, than Berryer found he had been fighting 
to install a tyrant — one of that race who had 
"learned nothingand forgotten nothing." Mar- 
shal Ney was one of the first victims of the res- 
toration, but Berner acted" as counsel for him, 
and indignantly reproached tho new govern- 
ment with "picking up the wounded on the 
field of battle in order to carry them to the scaf- 
fold." He was unable to save Ney, but he was 
successful in his defence of Generals Cambronne, 
Caunel, and Donnadieu. His hatred of "legiti- 
macy, "par ct simple, grew with his growth, and 
whenever a powerful advocate was required to 
combat the prosecutions instituted by the con- 
temptible Bourbons, Berryer was the man se- 
lected. He was chosen* member of the Cham- 
ber of Deputies in 1830, and took part in op- 
posing Guizot aud his party. He was offered 
the post of Under-Secretary of State, which ho 
declined, say ing that "it was either loo much or 
too little." 

On the fall of Charles X., in 1830, Berry e 
took the oath of allegiance to the new charter 
nevertheless he opposed all the measures of 
Louis Philippe. Being mixed up with the ris- 
ing in La Vendee under the Duchess of Berri, 
in 1832, he was arrested and tried, but acquitted. 
He resumed his scat in the Chamber, and among 
other acts, he vehemently opposed the payment 
of the indemnity to American merchants for 
French spoliations, which was Insisted on by 
President Jackson. His opposition, however, 
was founded more on thajtnanncr lu which the 
claim was enforced than on the justice or the 
injustice of the demand. The revolution of 
1848 found him again in a minority, ne opposed 
the election of Louis Napoleon for P: esident, 
though be bad defended him in 1810, on his 
trial for the affair at Boulogne. And since that 
time Berry er has been found side by side with 
republicans and legitimists in his opposition to 
the present Imperial regime. This is why we 
doubt whether the homage recently paid to 
him by the English bar will be palatable to the 
Emperor. It is not always easy to distinguish 
whether a compliment is intended for the mau 
or for the principles he advocates; but in this 
cose we believe it was intended for both. We 
doubt not, however, that a similar reception 
would be accorded to Julos Favre, the illustri- 
ous republican. 



A barn in which a Mrs. Hoss aud her 
children had taken temporary refuge, two miles 
(rom Indianapolis, was set on Are about ten 
o'clock Thursday evening, by the wife of the 
owntr, John Minor, as i suppose 1, for tho pur- 
pose of burniug with it the woman and her 
children. When the woman had made her es- 
cape from the burning building, Mrs. Mi .or ap- 
proached her and threw a cup of oil of vitrol 
Into her face, burning her in the most shocking 
manner. Her eyesight is probably destroyed. 
Jealousy is said to be the cause. 



The Battle at Mniti-RKKsnoito. — The Nash- 
ville Pres6 of y esterday has the following: 

Persons who arrived in the city yesterdav 
frt>m the nefghl>orhood of what was the rebel 
lines before the c'ommeucement of the fight on 
the morning of day before yesterday, bring 
some particulars relative to a bloodv engage^ 
ment wllich occurred alMurfrcesboroon Thurs- 
day morning last. 

A lady, who had a conversation with General 
Cheatham, heard him detail in part a descrip- 
lion of the fight. 

Tho attack was made by Tat. Cleburne's old 
division, and supposed to be Commanded by 
General W. B. Bate. 

Hie rebels fought with great desperation, and 
lost heavily. Once, twice, thrice they charged 
the strong line of works, and on each occasion 
vere repulsed, and assault after assault was 
eontinued until nearly half of the division fell 
iD I he act ion . 

General Cheatham was also heard to say that 
the failure to accomplish what was intended at 
that point was the cause of Hood's retrogade 
movement. 

From the same source we learn that Y. S. 
Patton, formerly a well known citizen ot this 
place, and now Quartermaster of Hood's army, 
and who had his heatkpiarters at Colonel Tom 
Johnson's, two miles and a half from Nashville, 
• as lamenting the great loss sustained at Mttr- 
frccsboro on Thursday. 

The manner in which these reports were re- 
ceived, and the reliability of those who detailed 
the information, lead us to believe that it is 
: * correct. If true, as reported, 
Hood'B sudden march to Tennessee has cost 
liim and his army dearly.

Verdict — Came to his death from a pistol-shot 
wound in and ui>on the head, the ball entering 
the top, inflicted by one of a party ot guerillas, 
with whom he was at tho time. Said 
wound was inflicted at or about three o'clock 
1'. M.. December 16, 1864. He died almost 
instantly. Warrem was supposed to be a United 
States soldier, and was pressed in by the gueril- 
las. J. C. GILL, Coroner'. 

Is-qufst No. 288— Held Dec. 17, 1804, at 
J) ffersoptown, on the body of Johnathan S. 
Ward. Verdict — Came to his death at the 
place above-cited, at or about 6 o'clock A. M., 
Dec. 17, 1864, from a gunshot wound in the 
t ack, inflicted by some one unknown to the 
jury. Said 6boti however, was fired at a 
party of guerillas with whom he wa» at the 
time, about 8 o'clock P. M., Dec, 16,1861. 
Ward is also a United States soldier.

OFFICIAL WAR BULLETIN. 

WAI Dr.PAHTMBTKT. ) 

Washington, December IS, 1-6I.S 
To Major-General Ifijc: 

Official despatches from General Canby have 
been received to-dav, showing a complete suc- 
cess of an expedition sent by him from Vick»- 
burg to co-operate with Sherman's operations, 
and cut Hood's communication with Mobile- 
General Canby reports the probable success 
of another expedition from Baton Ronge, under 
command of Gen. Davidson, the details and ob- 
jects of which it- Is not proper to disclose. 
When last heard from, Davidson was reported 
as having caused quite a panic In Mobile, and 
ufbe devastating the country generally. 

Lieut.-C'ol. Earl, commanding a special party, 
was severely wounded and fell into the hands of 
the enemy, at Favette, Mississippi. 

The Richmond papers of to-day confirm the 
reported capture of Bristol by an expedition 
supposed to be under command of Stoneman 
and Burbridge; also the surprise and capture of 
Gladespring Depot, on the railroad, thirteen 
miles south of Lynchburg, Virginia. 

They also contain General Hood's official re- 
port of the battle of Franklin, in which he ac- 
knowledges the lossof many gallant officers and 
men, among them he enumerates Major- 
General Cleburne, Brigadier-Generals John 
Williams, Adams, Geist, Stropcl. and Granbcrg 
killed, and Major-General John Brown, Briga- 
dier-Generals 8. Carter, Monigcll, Quarles, 
Coekciile, and Scott wounded, and Brigadier- 
General Gordon prisoner. 

They also state that on Wendesday General 
Sherman carried Fort McAllister, commanding 
ttie entrance of the Ogechcc river, by storm. 
Tbe capture of this position puts Sherman In 
communication w ith the Union fleet, and nc- 
ccs.-itales the reinforcement of Savannah. 

The despatches of Genera) Canby, so far as is 
proper for publication, and the extract from 
Richmond papers giving Hood's official report 
of tbe battle, and our success in Southwestern 
Virginia and in Georgia, are subjoined. 

Up to this hour. 8:30 P. M., nothing has been 
received fiom Nashville since lost night, and 
nothing from Sherman later than the Richmond 
new -papers' report of the capture of Fort McAl- 
lister, on Wednesday. 



Itkms from Outside tiik Links —The Nash 
ville Union ef yesterday says: 

We arc informed that Isham G. Harris, the 
great rcln-l greaser and itinerant, has issued a 
proclamation to the people of Tennessee, calling 
out for service in the rebel army all males be- 
tween the ages of sixteen nnd fifty-Ave. The 
conscripting agents are busily eihploved. Thcv 
have picked up David H. McGavock, John Hord- 
ing, Harvey Johns, and Arthur Cheatham, and 
carried them ofl'uuder guard, for service in the 
reliel ranks. 

The rebel forrsge parties make a clean sweep 
w herever they go, taking everything in the way 
of subsistence and lorage. horses, mules, Ao. 
liliey are very bitter in their expressions rela- 
tive to the people of Nashville and the sur- 
rounding country. 

The rebels did talk of spending Christmas in 
Nashville, but, we presume, that notion has 
been abandoned ere this. 

Miss Mary Hartley, of this countv, was ruar- 
riid on Monday last, at the residence of John 
Overton, to Major Clare, of Gen. Hood's statr 

Mrs. Aaron V. Brown and family are at Mel- 
rose, tbeir home, which has not been damaged, 
as reported. Mrs. B. is sick. 

The residence of West H: Humphreys was 
destroyed a few days ago. 

General B. F. Cheatham's headquarters were, 
several days since, at the residence of Mr. 
Wesley Greenfield, on the Nolensville turnpike. 
It is said that the General expressed an ardent 
desire to visit Nashville, and said he had taken 
much stronger places. Perhaps he has, but he 
« ill not take Nashville, nevertheless. 

Gt neral George Manev, formerly of this city, 
is reported to have his headquarters at the resi- 
dence of Dempscy Weaver, Esq., Cashier of 
the Planter's Bank, whilst Forrest has anchored 
himself at a widows in the neighborhood. 

The Antbropoglossos, or speaking figure, haa 
retired from St. James* Hall, London. Though 
it spoke up for itself during a long career rather 
manfully, nnd had to couibnt many foes, it diei 
and gives no sign. The great objection to the 
voice was not that made to some singers, that it 
was throalv but that it was too checkv.

poses for which water can be made available on the 
pit-iuises from the street-e prlukler or hose attachment. 

S3. Paivn.aore of Watee Conbbmees.— Water con- 
■Hiucrs are uot guaranteed a apucitic quantity r ■ \ ■■■;>( 
where metres are used} of water for any purpose what- 
ever, but simply an ample quantity for the pui-pusee 
named in the permit; aud all other usee the water is ap- 
plied to is in direct violation of the agrceineut made be- 
tween the Water Company and the consumer at the 
time of panting the permit, and therefore subject to all 
reasonable penalties which the Water Company may see 
proper to impose. 

34. I'se of II ant) Hose.— The use of hand hose is per- 
mitted at all hours in the day for the purposes named in 
the permit, except apt inkling street*, yards, and gar- 
deua, washing sidewalk*, walka, steps, windows, and 
uoiits; for these purpose* tho use of hand hose is restrict- 
ed to four hours lu each day.

The nee of hand hoee in case ef fire is at all tunes per- 
mitted, and may be used by any one gaining acceaa 

thereto. 

The use of hand hose for washing locomotives, cars, 
coaches, or vehicles ef any description, or for any pa r- 
oose in « Inch the momentum of the water discharged 
trom the hose nozzle is alone depended upon for produc- 
ing the requisite frictiou to effect washing, is strictly 
fii-ohibitcd. unless special permits shall have been grant- 
ed, and extra water rents paid for all such wasteful usee 
i»f water. 

The use of hand hoee tor tea-thing street* and gutters, 
■uid thawing snow er ice, is prohibited. 

The use ot hand hose for sprinkling street*, yards, and 
gardens, washing sidewalks, walks, stipe, wiudows, aud 
Front*, witb hose nozzle larger than one-quarter 0{J of 
•aii inch in dlamter, is prohibited. 

The nee of hand hose lor any purpose wliatever, with 
out nozzles, is prohibited. 

Leaky hose attachment*, broken eaps and hoxe*, con- 
vening hoee into jet* for amusement, by either adults or 
children, suffering hose to run whea not in use* are all 
jtrictly prohibited. . . — v ■ 

37. Com bta nt Flow of Water.— Watering-trouclw 
in livery stablee, stock-yards, slauglrter-bouHes, <Src., will 
not be permitted to receive a constant How of water, but 
anlv in such quantities as will supply the actual wants 
ol tbe slock having access thereto. Nuither will contiuu- 
jus streams of water be permitted to How from hrdrant*, 
taurete, draws, water-cli*set*, urinala, or any other appa- 
ratus connected with the service pipe, either for the want 
ol proper repair or tor protection against frost. In cases 
w lie. re water is discharged into tanks and the buildings 
thence supplied, the tanks must be kept perfectly water- 
tight, aud the supplv pipes to the same be provided with 
ball-cocks, which must always be kept in working order. 

80, CoNBtMBaa" Penaltikb.— If anf party Bhall refuse 
>r neglect to pay the walor rent 'within ton days after 
it ia due. the water will be turned off. aud uot turned on 
again until all back rent and hues are paid. 

Any consumer or subscriber violating, or permitting 
violations from his attachment, of any of the Water 
Company's niles and regulations governing the intro- 
duction, supply, aad consumption of water, will be neti- 
tied therool m writing, lettou tho promises; aad, if he 
then fails to appear promptly and pay the fine, tho water
